VIENNA, March 9. 
HE following statement from Baron Burian, the 
T Minister of Foreign Affairs for Austria-Hun- 
gary and by virtue of his position Premier for the 
Dual Monarchy calls for little or no comment on my part. 
Though the first interview given to any newspaper man 
since taking office, it is not a diplomatic pronounce- 
ment in any sense of 
that term. It embodies 
the views and _ senti- 
ments expressed priv- 
ately and unofficially to 
me as a representative 
of the American press 
in Austria-Hungary at 
the present moment, 
and with the candor 
and straightforwardness 
which America appre- 
ciates and understands. 
It may be well to 
state in this connection 
that Baron Burian has 
long been regarded as 
one of Austria-Hun- 
gary’s strong men. A 
native of Hungary by 
birth, he has already. filled. Many important positions. 
Destined from youth for a diplomatic. career, he served 
an apprenticeship in the Foreign Office. From there he 
was sent whilst a very still young man, as Minister tu 
Sofia and later on to Athens, om Athens be was re- 
called and made a Finance Minister of the monarchy and 
in this en virtual control of affairs in 
Bosnia and Hersegovins, It wes he 
érnment to these two provinces, and of the things 
urged against him was that he had been altogether too 
lenient in his deaiings with the Servian elements’ in these 
two provinces.

enjoyed his confidence in marked degree. He is a plain, 
democratic statesman and is fortunate in being able to 
speak English and French with facility and with some- 
thing more than a surface knowledge of both lan- 
guages. 

When the affairs of Bosnia and Hedespovinn had been 
set in order, Baron Burian was called to Vienna. and 
Was. made the Minister of Hungary at the Austrian 
court. This position he held for 10 years. About a year 
ago he retired to private life, but was called from his 
retirement when Baron Berchtold in January laid down 
the burden. of foreign affairs. It was the personal call 
of his aged Emperor and friend and one that could not 
be lightly disregarded. 

Let me add, too, that the Emperor's selection has given 
groat. satisfaction throughout the Austro-Hungarian 
realm. All classes now feel that there is a strong man 
and a determined one in the position so long held by 
Count Berchtold and one in whose hands Austro-Hun- 
garian interests are safc.

ARON Stephen Burian von Rajeoz, 
before he becane Minister of For- 
eign ,Affairs last January to succeed 
Count von Berchtold, had been known 
chiefly for his services in the Hungarian 
administration. He had, however, served 
for a time as Austro-Hungarian Minister 
of Finance. His greatest distinction was 
gained as Chief of Administration in 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, the provinces 
that have given so much trouble to Aus- 
iria. At the time of his recent appoint- 
ment, Baron Burian was Hungarian 
Minister to the Royal Court of the Em- 
pire and in this position became an intt- 
mate of the aged Emperor. Baron 
Burian’s appointment generally was re- 
garded as a concession to Hungary, as it 
followed much out-spoken criticism on 
the conduct of the war by Count Tisza 
the Hungarian Premier, on the dispo- 
siltton of the Hungarian troops. Count 
Tisza carried his complaint to Berlin and 
Baron Burian succeeded Count Berch- 
told.

Austria-Hungary had nothing to promise because there 
was, throughout the monarchy, equality for all nationali- 
ties. Each of them enjoyed free speech, a free press, the 
right to use their own language and to teach it in the 
schools. Austria-Hungary, in fact, has been so free 
that it was possible for her enemies to come here and 
starry on their mischievous propagandas, whose fruits. the 
vorld at large is reaping at the present moment. 

“We are content to have Russia work out her own 
destiny at home and would be glad to see her peoyple 
happy. and: prosperous. Her statesmen, however, have 
been more imbued with the idea of bringing neighboring 
states and provinces under her ‘sway than with the 
thought of enlarging their own peoples’ rights and lib- 
erties.

REVENGE AND RUSSIAN GREED 
a) NGLISH envy, French desire of revenge and 

Russian lust of conquest have formed a com- 

bination for the time being, but the results, 
thus far, have been anything but satisfactory. As far 
as national ideals are concerned, the three Powers form- 
ing the Triple Entente have little or nothing in com- 
mon except a general desire to crush Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary—the former because she is a dangerous 
commercial rival of England and an old-time enemy of 
France, the latter because she is a stumbling block . 
the path of Russian intrigue in the Near East and an 
ally of Germany. 

“The crushing process has not been nearly so eaSy as 
was anticipated; in fact, impartial military authorities 
are willing to admit that the German-Austrian-Hun- 
garian forces have, thus far, had the best of the strugg!c.

“As to Servia, I merely state the self-evident fact that 
Russian policy has not been a blessing so far as it has 
had to do with that country. 

“And let me state, too, that America—and this | be- 
lieve without any wish or desire to be partial—is doing 
a great deal of harm to the German-Austrian cause and 
is needlessly prolonging the war. It is a truism to state 
that neutrality ought to be not only formal; it ought 
to be real and practical. We appreciate the efforts of 
your able and distinguished President to further the 
interests of peace and believe that he can play a very 
important role when the hour of settlement comes. HElis 
task, however, could be made much easier and his 1n- 
selfish offer to act as mediator would be accepted much 
more readily, if America’s traffic in arms and muni- 
tions of war were promptly brought to an end. That 
traffic may. be within the strict letter of neutrality, Sut 
we in Austria-Hungary must be pardoned if we do not 
regard it as conforming with the spirit.

shells, was very funny. 

How is it there is just now no 
air of sadness about this  half- 
deserted town? Ore would think 
the gayety of thise soldiers, de- 
spite the sinister weather, hac 
communicated itsel® to things de- 
vastated. All of them scem in

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fine health and spirits. 
French Sailors Glad 
to See His Uniform 
NO lenger perceive the some- 
| what frightened, haggard 

faces as at the beginning 
of the war. The continual out- 
door life, with good food, has gild- 


ed the cheeks of the soldiers spared 


by shrapnel, but what specially 
sustains them in their entire confi- 
dence in the certainty that they 
have obtained the upper hand and 
are now marching to victory. They 
foresee an end to the German in- 
vasion, just as they know this ear- 
ly spring weather will end. 


During a momentary calm a 
amall group of French sailors sud- 
 denly gathered near me. I could 
not refrain from beckoning to 
them as one would to lost children 
wandering in the woods, and they 
ran up to the door of my car, very 
pleased with themselves to see my 
naval uniform. With their frank, 
honest faces and sparkling eyes, 
they appeared picked men. Other 
sailors passing in .be distance ‘o 
whom I hadn’t teckoned also 
came hurrying up with a charm- 
ingly respectful familiarity. 


‘One of our Generals commanding 


the army on the northern front 
talked to me yesterday about the 
pleasing familiarity which now 
prevails from the top to the bot- 
tom of the military scale. It is 
quite a new characteristic of this 
profoundly national war, in which 
the whole army marches hand in 
hand. 

‘*In the trenches,’’ the General 
said to me, ‘‘if 1 stop to talk with

a soldier, others surround me, so I 
may talk with them, too, and their 
brotherhood daily becomes more 
admirable. If only our thousands 
of dead could be returned to. us 
what a tremendous amount of 
good the Germans would have 
done us by bringing us close toe- 
gether. We have only one heart.’’ 
It is about an hour’s run be- 
tween Furnes and Houthen. It is 
a flat country 
and the weather 
was frightful— 
t he broken 
roads, the flood- 
ed fields, that

I am always 
meeting considerable detachments 
marching in good order to the 
front, well equipped and of fine 
appearance, with convoys of ex- 
cellent modern/artillery. 

Enough will never be. said 
abaut the hereism of this people, 
who had not prepared for war 
because solemn treaties seemed to 
preserve them from it forever, but 
who, nevertheless, had to submit 
and stemmed the _ barbarians’ 
most formidable onrugh. Shaken, 
almost annihilated, at first, they 
have pulled themselves together 
and have gathered round the fig- 
ure of their sublimely courageous 
King.

T rains unceasingly and the 
| cold is chilling, but here at 
last is Houthen, and in a 
minute I shall see this King 
without reproach as without fear. 
But for the troops and the numer- 
ous artillery automobiles one 
would never imagine this lost vil- 
lage would be the general head- 
quarters. I have to leave my car, 
for the way to the royal residence 
is only a path. 

Among the weather-beaten au- 
tomobiles stationed there all be- 
spattered with mud is one that 
is elegant, but bears no coat of 
arms. Two letters, ‘‘S. M.’’ (Sa 
Majesty), chalked on the black 
door, alone show it is the Kirfg’s 
car. 

The King’s quarters form a 
charming corner o¢ old Flanders, 
an ancient abbey surrounded by 
trees and tombs. The pathway 
borders a little religious cemetery 
and here in the rain an aid-de- 
camp, amiable and simple like 
his King, came to greet me.

T would have been a very grave mistake 
not to invade Belgium. It would have 
been an unforgivable military blunder. I 
justify the invading of Belgium on absolute

It is the ruler of German Belgium speaking. The stern, 
serious-faced Governor-General von Bissing, whom they 
call over here Iron Fist, the man who crushes out se- 
dition. Returning, I had just come from the front 
around Lille and almost the only clothes I had were 
those on my back; and the mud of the trenches stil] 
clung to my boots and puttees in yellow cakes. 

They were not the most proper clothes in which to 
meet King Albert’s successor, but in the field gray I had 
to go. Through the busy streets—for the streets of 
Brusgels look busy—up the long hill to the Government 
uildings and we skirted the edge of the rectangle of 
gray stone buildings, where Belgian officials used to 
conduct Belgian affairs. 

Passing up the Rue de la Roi, where King Albert’s 
palace frowns down on two black and white sentry boxes, 
wei(l'‘and a Lieutenant who accompanied me) entered 
the Belgian ministerial building. 

A «German private ushered us up a flight of marble 


adjutant disappeared through a pretentious white double 
(door, to tell His Excellency that we had come. 

I neticed two marble busts in the antechamber, white 
busts on pedestals in Opposite corners—the King and 
Queen of Belgium—and I wondered if they ever visited 
this city again, would it be an official visit, the guests 
of another nation, or a home-coming.

‘“‘A Slender, Stealthy Man Arose 
Behind the Tapestry-Topped Table” 


HE Governor-General received me in a dainty 
Louis Quinze room done in rose and French 
gray, and filled incongruously with delicate 

chairs and heavy brocaded curtains, a background which 
instantly you felt precisely suited to His Bxcellency. 

In the English newspapers, which, by the way, the 
Germans do not childishly bar from the Berlin cafes, 
I had read of His Excellency as the “Iron Fist” or the 
“heavy heel,” and I rather expected to see a heavy, 
domineering man. Instead, a slender, stealthy man, 
in the uniform of a General, rose from behind a tapes- 
tried-topped table, revealing as he did, a slight stoop 
in his back, perhaps a trifle foppish. He held out a long- 
fingered hand. 

Governor-General von Bissing wore the second-class 
of the Iron Cross; glistening, almost artificial looking, 
hair was brushed back tight over his head, and when I 
noticed his eyes, I saw that they were of bluish gray, 
heavy and unrelenting, pouched and lined, glowing in 
a way that either would have made you want to turn 
away, or else stare, fascinated by their power. 

He struck me as being rather longer-headed than most 
Germans and his straggly, grayish moustache only half 
hid the thin, straight, ruthless lines of his mouth; but 
when you tried to study his face, you could discern only 
two things—features, thin but intensely strong, pierced 
with two points of fire, sunken, glowering eyes. 

And I knew then what they meant by the iron fist. 

Gen. von Bissing spoke no English. Somehow I imag- 
ined him to be one of those old German patriots who 
did not learn the language simply because it was En- 
glish. Through Lieut. Herrmann I asked the Governor- 
General what Germany was doing towards the recon- 
struction of Belgium. I told him that America, when I 
had left, was under the impression that Belgium was a 
land utterly laid waste by the Gérman armies. I frank- 
ly told him that in America the common belief was that 
the German military government meant tyranny; what 
was Germany doing for Belgium? 

“I think,” replied Governor-General von Bissing, “that 
we are doing everything that can be done under the 
circumstances. Those farm lands which you saw, 
coming up from Lille to Brussels, were planted by Ger- 
man soldiers, and in the spring they will be harvested 
by our soldiers. 

“Belgium has not been dévastated and its condition 
has been very grievously misstated, as you have seen. 
You must remember that the armies have passed back 
and forth across it—German, Belgian, English and 
French—but I think you have seen that only in the paths 
of these armies has the countryside suffered. Where 
engagements were not fought or shots fired, Belgium 
fs as it was.

HISTORY REPEATING ITSELF. 

History “repeats itself’ because the earth is 
a small field for human operations and because 
the range of human motives and actions is 
limited. Only so many things to do, so many 
excuses for them, and so many places to do 
them. 

It is, therefore, not especially surprising, if 
you inhabit time as well as this small whirling 
globe of ours, to find an Agamemnon once more, 
after a trifling lapse of 3300 years (more or 
less), leading an armed attack upon the keepers 
of the Dardanelles. 

The first Agamemnon to tackle this job was 4 
Grecian King. He commanded a fleet of 1186 
ships and an army of 100,000 men. (The allies 
have only 100 ships there today, but the least 
of them could have whipped Agamemnon’s 1186 
with one hand tied behind it.) Agamemnon went 
there to take the city of Troy, capital of a little 
kingdom on the north bank of the Channel. His 
idea was to punish Paris, son of the Trojan 
King, for eloping with Helen, the lovely but 
lightminded wife of King Menelaus of Sparta. 
Women had no rights to speak of, in those days, 
but they took a good many nrivileges. The fight 
lasted 10 years. Homer, a blind poet, wrote 4 
great story about it. You read the other day how 
some French and British warships, battered by 
gunfire from Turkish forts, “retired behind the 
island of Tenedos” to make repairs. Well, they 
weren’t the first to do it: Agamemnon’s fleet re- 
tired behind Tenedos Island—same island and 
same name as now—for the same reason. A 
man named Achilles, the ablest single-handed 
fighter of his day, was one of Agamemnon’s cap- 
tains. He really broke the Trojans’ fighting 
spirit, the way Homer tells it, when he chased 
their crack fighter three times around the walls 
of Troy and killed him in a hand-to-hand fight. 
The tomb of Achilles lies just below Kum Kale, 
near the Mediterranean end of the straits. There 
is an Achilles among the British warships bang- 
ing away at the same spot where the Greek 
Achilles ran down Hector. The British are great

Other staple stocks sold 
at a substantial advance. 

It has been suspected that certain interests 
would be only too glad if prosperity were delayed, 
but if so they will be unable to hold back 
the restoration much longer with the souphouse 
argument and denunciations of the new freedom. 
Predictions based on facts in the possession of the 
Government departments have been discredited 
as press agent stuff for the administration, but 
are being fulfilled. 

Secretary Lane, one of the men of soundest 
judgment in the Cabinet, says that in six months 
an unemployed man who wants work will be a 
curiosity.

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GERMANY MEETS A STRANGER 
From being the most inhospitable places for 
the American newspaper man, the German armies 
have become the most hospitable. His reception 
there is a smile when all the allied armies have 
for him is a kick.

It was inevitable that the Germans should like 
our newspaper worker when they came to know 
him. He is one of our best examples of special- 
ized competency, of facile adaptation of all means 
to single ends. In other words, he exemplifies in 
one field that efficiency of which the Germans are 
such admirers and of which in most other fields 
they are better exemplars than the rest of the 
world. 

He is out after the facts and he gets them, He 
presents them engagingly in the relation and at- 
mosphere enabling them to be grasped in their 
full import and significance.

McMANUS AND THRASHER. 

Washington Times: John B. McManus, 
American citizen in a warring country, was killed 
by soldiers in revenge for his attacks on them. 
There were at least two sides to the story. Mc- 
Manus’ own letter, written following his first 
experience with the Zapatistas, told of how he had 
resisted them and, getting his shooting irons, had 

_killed or injured some of them. The statement 
has been made that he killed three of them. Later 
they returned and took his life. 

For that, the Washington Governmént exacted 
apology and reparation from the chief of the 
military faction in control where the killing took 
place. Zapata paid $20,000 to the widow of the 
dead American. 

Compare this with the case of Leon C. Thrash 
er, passenger on an unarmed merchant vessel, 
whose life was lost in an attack by a German sub- 
‘marine, after a fashion which no law of war has 
ever heretofore recognized. Representations have 
been made to the Berlin Government; but thus 
far there is no evidence that these will produce the 
prompt and unqualified reparation that a Mexican 
chief has given to the McManus case. 

_ It is going to be interesting to watch the pro- 
ceedings in the Thrasher case, with the detail of 
the McManus affair in mind as a basis for com- 
parisons. 

NO IDEMNITY ENOUGH. 

Washington Herald: “Most Americans will 
give their approval to the protest of the sister of 
John B, McManus, the American who was mur- 
dered in Mexico City, against the “paltry indem- 
nity” of $20,000 asked for his death. She writes

U. S. Protest Against British Blockade i 


AMERICAN POSITION DEFINED. 
Indianapolis News: The hope is expressed that 

British commanders will be instructed to enforce 

the blockade in accordance with the law as out- 


lined in the American note. And the British Gov- 
ernment is notified that damages will be sought 
in every case in which neutral rights are violated. 
The note, of course, is couched in the friendliest 
terms. But the American position is clearly out- 
lined and frankly stated. 


CLEAR AND FORCEFUL. 


Pittsburg Dispatch: The American note dis- 
patched in reply to the communication informing 
it of the orders in council establishing a general 
blockade, is candid and outspoken. It closes with 


an assurance of its being made in the most friendly 
tone, but it is very strong in pointing out the in- 
vasion of neutral rights by a severe construction 
of the text of the orders. 

._It makes its especial stand on the right of neu- 
tral nations to trade with other neutral Powers, 
and points out that the strict text of the block- 
ade would cut off the United States from trade 
with Holland, Denmark, Sweden and Norway. It 
declines to believe that Great Britain intends to 
violate the right of neutral nations to trade with 
each other, and therefore expresses the hope that 
the enforcement of the order will permit vessels 
Jaden. with merchanidse intended for those nations, 
or supplies from those countries to the United 
States, to pass without interference. It also takes 
that the United States has the 
right to ship noncontraband goods to Germany 
through those neutral countries. 

In short, the position of the United States is 
made very plain to be that the engagement of the 
chief Powers in a bloody and insane war does not 
justify them in denying the rights of the peaceful 
nations to conduct trade between themselves with- 
out serious interference. 


MUST DEFEND OUR RIGHTS. 

New York World: Nothing in the American 
note to Great Britain is more illuminating than 
the paragraph explaining the source of neutral and 
belligerent rights. Betause most of the great na- 


tions are at war it is natural for them to assume 
that neutral rights are held by sufferance and may 
be denied altogether. The fact is, of course, that 
there are no belligerent rights except those that 
have been conceded by neutrals. : 

Biligerent rights at sea include visit and search, 
blockade, capture and condemnation or detention 
and examination in the case of neutrals engaged 
or suspected of engaging in contraband traffic. 
To this extent, neutrals by common consent have 
relinquished their sovereignty in favor of belliger- 
ents, but the concession has been guarded at all 
points by rules long ago embodied in international 
law. 

The assertion by Great Britain, France and Ger- 
many, in their “novel and unprecedented” block- 
ades, of unlimited belligerent rights over neutral 
commerce, amounts, as the American note says, 
to “an almost unqualified denial of the sovereign 
rights of the nations, now at peace.” In our pro- 
test to Germany, as well as in the remonstrance 
now lodged in London, we have made it plain that 
our sovereignty no less than our rights is now 


menaced by the practices of belligerents that are 
based wholly upon assumption. 

If but two nations were at war, there would be 
no such invasion of neutral rights. The fact that 
nearly all of Europe is in conflict does not, how- 
ever, change in any degree the relationship be- 
tween belligerents and neutrals. What the Amer- 
ican note calls “a distinct invasion of the sov- 
ereign rights of a nation whose ships, trade or 
commerce are interfered with” is something which 
no self-respecting country can ignore. 

As the most powerful of neutrals, the United 
States is charged with a high duty to itself, to 
its weaker neighbors and even to the belligerents 
themselves. 


“PROTESTING TOO MUCH.” 

Baltimore Sun: The weakness of the note, and 
the probability of extended discussion which might 
have been curtailed by its exclusion, relate to 
the contention that there is no reason why we 
should be debarred from sending “innocent ship- 
ments” to Germany by way of contiguous neutral 
territory. The blockade which the note recognizes 
ia not against contraband, but against all supplies 
intended for consumption or use by any and all 
elements of the German empire. It must appear 
that this was included in the note for Germar 
observation, and that it is an instance of that dis- 
position to “protest too much” which character- 
izes insincerity and weakens the protestant’s po- 
sition. 


WHAT WE EXPECT OF ENGLAND. 

New York Herald: The American note concedes 
the right of the allies to maintain their long- 
range blockade. The United States take cogni 
zance of the introduction in naval warfare of sub- 
marines, mines and aircraft, and admits the physi- 
ical impossibility now and henceforth for belliger 
ents to maintain the old form of “close” blockade 
with a cordon of ships in the’ immediate offing of 
the blockaded ports. 

Whether the steps taken by Great Britain to 
meet the menace of Germany’s previously de- 
clared ‘“‘war zone” are in the nature of an aban 
donment of principles for which the British Gov- 
ernment has contended in other times and circum- 
stances is a matter for the British conscience. 
Americans recall that in the exercise of its rights 
as a belligerent their own country has at times 
seemed to reverse the position it had taken when 
a neutral. When damage to neutral shipping fol- 
lowed the United States paid the bill. This is 
what the United States now expects of Great 


Britain. 


A STRONG POSITION. 

Louisville Courier-Journal: The United States 
in its protest against the British order in council 
has taken a position that is bulwarked by every 
moral, legal and practical consideration. More- 
over, the Government has said, in plain language, 
something that was needed to be said by an 
authoritative Power. | 

It is not easy to see what defense, even under 
the plea of reprisal, the British Foreign Office 
can offer to this formal presentation of the case 
against the blockade program. That program is 
a frank and unjustified Invasion of the rights of 
neutrals, and the State Department has done well 
so to characterize it in plain terms, before proceed- 
ing to a discussion of its possible modification.

The St..Louls Symphony Orchestra, 
which is seeking a guaranty fund of 
$60,000 for next season, is the most eco- 
nomincally conducted orchestra in the 

buntry, its manager, Arthur J. Gaines, 
said, yesterday. Figures for the season 
1gi2- 13, the latest available, show the St. 
Louis orchestra gave 63 concerts at a 
cost of $81,218, and that the Cincinnati 
Symphony Orchestra gave 58 concerts,

more. The Philadelphia Symphony Or- 


_ chestra gave 86 concerts at a cost of 
$155,689. * 

In the season named the St. Louis 
orchestra had an income of $61,964 and a 
deficit of $29,254, covered by a guaranty 
fund of $30,000. The Cincinnati orchestra 
earned only $47,833, and had a deficit of 
$46,236. The Philadelphia orchestra had 
ah income of $106,718 and a deficit of $48,- 
8%. The Minneapolis orchestra, which 
publishes no financial statements, in 1912- 
14, gave 61 concerts during the regular 
season and 120 concerts during an auxe 
iflary season of nine weeks, in which a 
tour was made. 

Roster of Various Orchestras. 
The number of musicians composing 
everal of the leading orchestras is as 

follows: St. Louis, 70; Minneapolis, 80; 
Philadelphia, 84; Chicago, 90; New York 

phony, 9; New York Philharmonic, 
7, and Boston, 97. No figures regarding 
finances are available for either of the 
New York, Boston and Chicago orches- 
tras. 

‘The Chicago orchestra has an endow- 
ment of about a million dollars, which is 
iivested in a hall and office building. 
The subrentals from the offices and 
guditorium, together with several! large 
_ annual donations, cover the deficit.

 Pual deficits of the New York Symphony 
Orchestra, up to the sum of $100,000. 

An endowment fund for the New York 
Philharmonic Orchestra was established 
several years ago by a large bequest 
from Joseph Pulitzer, and a large sum 
was also raised”by popular subscription. 
Definite figures are not available, but 
it is understood this orchestra now has 
about $1,000,000 in its endowment fund. 

‘The Boston Symphony Orchestra has 

ways been supported by Henry L. Hig- 

nson, who has spent more than $1,000,- 
00 to cover the deficits since its or- 
ganization some thirty years ago. It is 
understood this orchestra, with its large 
inéome from seat sales in Boston and 
series of concerts given in New 
York, Baltimore, Philadelphia and 
Brooklyn, etc., is virtually self-support- 
ifig.. Several years ago Mr. Higginson 
announced he had provided an endow- 
ment in his will of $1,000,000. 

The St. Louis orchestra, with fewer 
men.and much less expense, attained its 
“highest degree of artistic proficiency 
during the past season. The sum asked 
for the support of the orchestra for next 
season, $50,000, is much less than that 
required by other orchestras. 

“Would Lengthen Concert Season, 

The ‘Minneapolis Orchestra has a 
guarantee fund of about $75,000 a year, 
and it is understood the guarantors are 
called upon to pay from 7 per cent 
to 100 per cent of their subscriptions 
each year. 

One of the principal things to be 
gained by the raising of a larger fund 
for the St. Louis Orchestra is the 
lengthening of the concert season. The 
musicians are now engaged for a sea- 
von of 20 weeks;

IN FRANCE DESCRIBED BY 
AMERICAN CORRESPONDENT 


Robert R. McCormick Tells of Seeing Native 
Farmers Forced by Germans to Thresh 
Crops Between the Trenches. 


By Robert R. McCormick, 
Special Correspondent of the Post- 

Dispatch With the Allied Armies, 
PARIS, March 20.~—I visited the En- 
slish army at a time when very little

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fighting was going on. If I had been 


_ there in the midst of a battle even the 


boundless hospitality of my host could 
not have found means to show me 
around. 

If a fight had been on I should not 
have been able té borrow the marvelous 
French glass mounted on a tripod in 
that station where English and French 
lines meet and from which more of the 
battle line in Flanders can be seen than 
from any other point. 

Certainly, I could not have spent an 
hour watching the French and German 
trenches where they are within 100 yards 
of each other. I was almost a mile to 
the rear, but this marvelous instrument 
brought me on top of them. 

I could see Frenchmen crouching be- 
hind their sandbags just as well as if I 
had been there, and so much more com- 
fortably. The place had been shelled 
very heavily. I photographed one of 
the shell holes; it was about six feet 
deep and fifteen across. 

Armored Train_in Action. 

It was peaceful on the hilltop, but be- 
hind us the armored train was in action 
in a wood where I had been a half-hour 
before. The German reply was accurate. 
Shrapnel burst in the air properly 
ranged. High explosive shells were 
bursting on the ground. On our extreme 
right the German line ran close in front 
of a cluster of farm buildings, from 
among which came puffs of smoke and 
steam. 

I looked through the glass. There in 
plain sight, within point-blank range of 
the French trenches, was a threshing 
machine at work. If that was not the 
strangest sight of war, I do not know 
what was. Mi Scie op 5 Rae ita 

French farmers were being compelled 
to thresh their crops for the conqueror, 
even under the guns of their country- 
men. No German could have lived in 
that spot, but the French would not fire 
on their own people. Food may be in 
great demand in Germany, but as a 
practical matter the little acquired in 
this way cannot be worth the rage it 
lights in the French army. 

Discovers Aero Guns. 

We were on the extreme right of the 
British line. Leaving our motor as we 
came within sight of the German artil- 
lery observation stations, we had walked 
smack into two little French ‘75's’ 
cocked up on end to act as aero guns. 

I had seen pictures and read descrip- 
tions of the great howitzers of the Ger- 
mans, but this was my first experience 
of Jack the Giant Killer. I can give no 
better description than to say that if I 
had not been told what they were, I 
would have taken them for signal can- 
nons. 

With them was a range finder that I 
was permitted to look through. Nat- 
urally, I sighted it at a fixed object. It 
happened to be a farm some way off. 
I had just distinguished some chickens, 
and was thinking about lunch, when [ 
was told 1 had seen enough. My inter- 
est in chickens was taken for something 
more scientific. 


We took a peep into the bombproof |. 


houses of the cannoneers, quite like the 
dugouts trappers. make along. thelr 
lines and quite as comfortable as a 
number of the houses of newly ar- 
rived immigrants. 

We turned away and suddenly found 
ourselves in the midst of a battery of 
guns of larger size. | 

Aeroplane Comes Into View. 

We were discussing the extraordinary 
way in which they were concealed when 
an aeroplane came sailing over. I 
turned to see the ‘76’”’ shoot at it, but 
no one stirred. They recognized an 
ally. 

From the observation station a mile 
walk took us to a battery of English 6- 
pounders. 

We arrived at a cheerful moment.

From 
where we stood the English trenches 
were distant from 300 to 500 yards in an 
irregular arc, which ran off in tangents 
to the distance. The German lines were 
about as far again. 

Shortly after our arrival shells began 
to drop and explode. I got a very fair 
idea of the moral effect of high ex- 
plosives. There is no defense against 
it. If it is heading your way it gets 
you; that’s all. Walls and trenches wil! 
keep -bullets and shrapnel out. You 
have protecting. Against high explosives 
you have only the safety of chance. 

Against a fire like this one would ex- 
pect the fatalistic Indians to be the 
best. They are not. It drives them wild. 
French and English officers both told 
me that only thoroughly trained troops 
can stand it.

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housed a hundred or so Indian troops. 
Whether from a feeling of loneliness or 
desire for warmth, religion or custom, 
they were jammed in like rabbits in a 
warren. 

The rifles and accouterments were 
hung on rails overhead, and they sang 
together an Indian song which seemed 
te have as many parts as singers. 

I tried English on one or two with the 
idea of buying a little loot, but without 
success. 

Perhaps the English get on so well 
with these native troops because the na- 
tives do not Compete for water to wash 
with. I was considering a scheme to 
drive the Germans from their trenches 
by pumping the atmosphere from the rat 
nest into them -when my chaperon 
startled me with the English, ‘““‘We must 
get on,”’ and so had to leave my ghastly 
weapon uninvVented. 

The day was passing. We were miles 
from home and the roads were soon to 
fill with troops advancing to relieve 
the men in the trenches. 

Howitzers in Action, 

But our delightful experiences were 
not yet over. As we tramped back to 
our car we came upon a battery of 
howitzers in action. At the request of 
the officer conducting us we were al- 
lowed among the guns to gaze with 
bulging eyes as they were loaded, to 
stick fingers in our ears like children on 
the Fourth of July as they were fired, 
and like children to watch delightedly 
the shell start on its mission of death, 
mount in the heavens and suddenly dis- 
appear. 

The guns were not in line but in an 
irregular circle hidden under available 
cover. The commander was at a tele- 
phone in the center and as word of each 
shot was received from the observation 
station would bellow through a mega- 
phone: ‘‘Number one, one degree left, 20 
feet short,’’and so on. 

It is strange artillery work, firing by 
the dial and never seeing the enemy. In 
long war it must be tedious. But the 
tedium cannot last indefinitely, for soon- 
er or later a sharp eyed enemy ina 
tower or tarm house or possibly an air- 
man will see the flash of a gun. There 
will be a few ranging shots and then it 
will rain death until. the guns are lim- 
bered up and away to a new cover—as 
many as get away. 

Back In the motor we find the cushions 
particularly comfortable. Night falls as 
we are on the road, and the patrols, not 
content with the pass of our driver, 
push candle lit lanterns into the limou- 
sine and look us over. 

One especially particular picket asks 
me in French who I am in that uniform 
and I answer truthfully in my mother 
tongue that he is the living image of J. 
Raglan Fatchmore. He is satisfied and 
we pass.

10 MARE BENZOL 


First Establishment of Kind in 
Middle West to Be Put 


@Up in 90 Days. 


The Laclede Gas Light Co. in 90 
davs will erect a plant for the manu- 
facture of benzol, the basis of aniline 
dyes, which will be the first plant of 
its kind in the Middle West. The 
structure will be of brick and steel, 
one story high, costing $75,000, and 
will be erected adjacent to the com- 
pany’s coke ovens on a lot south of 
Catlin street and west of the Iron 
Mountain tracks. An annual capacity 
of 300,000 gallons of the chemical is 
planned. 

Officials of the as company stated 
that this move was made to relieve 
the distress caused by lack of im- 
portations of benzol from Germany 
on account of the war, and to utilize 
“rofitably the by-products from gas 
production. This is following the ex- 
ample of Thomas A. Edison, who has 
erected such a plant in the East since 
the war began, 

How Benzol Ig Manufactured. 

Benzol is manufactured by a pro- 
cess known as washing the lean Zas, 
that is, gas which is produced after 


the coal has carbonizea some hours 
and the richer gas piped off. The

REVIVES ‘TRILBY’ 
IN NEW. YORK 


Neilson-Terry, English Actress, 
Plays Name Part Made Fam- 
ous by Virginia Harned. 


BETTER FITTED FOR PART 


Frohman and: Belasco Also Re- 
vive Old Play, With Good- 
win and Otis Skinner in 

Roles. | 


NEW YORK, April 10.—Few of the 
plays popular in the ’%s would be like- 
ly to meet the test of a revival so suc- 
cessfully as Paul M. Potter’s dramatic 
version of George du Maurier’s ‘‘Trilby,” 
which has been brought back to the 
stage here. Its hold on the interest of 
playgoers was proved, not only by the 
audience which entirely filled the Shu- 
bert Theater, but also by the evident de- 
light with which acquaintance was re- 
newed with each of its well-remembered 
characters. 

Three actors at least, whose names are 
inseparable from the distant first pro- 
duction, were back in their original 
roles. No “Trilby’’ revival could bs 
deemed quite complete without Wilton 
Lackaye as the hypnotic Svengali. Burr 
McIntosh in his silken “weepers”’ as the 
generous, outspoken Taffy, is equally 
demanded by those who knew the play 
in its early days. Leo Ditrichstein’s 
artistic performance of the light-heart- 
ed Zou-Zou is another essential link be 
tween the past and the present. 

This trio contributes to the general 
effectiveness of Joseph Brooks and the 
Shuberts’ production of Du Maurier’s 
romance of the atellers of Paris. But 
there was a surprise in store for the 
gudience nevertheless. The controlling 
factor in the success of the revival was 
emphatically the unexpectedly fine per- 
formance of its appealing title role by 
Miss Phylis Neilson-Terry. 

Miss Neilsen-Terry & Real Triumph. 

Miss Neilson-Terry has reason to be 
grateful for her selection to impersonate 
the Irish goddess of the studios of the 
Quartier which Du Maurier knew so well 
and the spirit of which he was able to 
reflect so faithfully in his story. Trilby 
completely turned the tide of this young 
English star’s first season in this coun- 
try. Her acting did not surpass the 
performance of Miss Virginia Harned, 
which is held in affectionate remem- 
brance, but physically she more nearly 
typified the true Trilby than her prede- 
cessor, and the exceptionally fine vocal 
ability she displayed when she sang 
“Ben Bolt," which she preceded with the 
difficult Mysoli aria from Feliciene Dav- 
id’s ‘‘La Perle du Brosil,’’ turned her 
‘night into a real triumph. 

In other days Trilby's transformation 
into a great singer under Svangali’s 
hypnotic influence had to be taken for 
Rranted. At least her songs were heard 
from off the stage. But Miss Neilson- 
Terry was able to bring a new element 
uf variety into the play. Her voice has 
unusual clearness and sweetness, if 
not great volume, and when, after the 
techincally difficult passage in the aria 
with flute accompaniment, her notes 
rose to high G, the enthusiasm of the 
audience burst all restraint. 

Miss Neilson-Terry sang these num- 
bers before draperies and for the in- 
terval the actual audience became the 
imagined audience in the Cirque Des 
Bashibazouks. The device though 
somewhat awkward, was entirely justi- 
fied by the results. The increased illu- 
rion it gave to the play was its suf- 
ficient excuse. 

The Revival of “The Celebrated Case.”’ 

‘David Belasco and Charles Frohman, 
at the Empire have entered upon an 
@ppropriate and seasonable enterprise 
by reviving with an all-star cast D’ 
Ennery and Carman’s famous old melo- 
6rama, “A Celebrated Case,” which for 
37 years has occupied a special niche in 
theatrical history as a revered relic of 
the palmy days of the old Union Square 
Stock Company. The Empire was 
crowded to its most remote - tiers. 
Whether this great assemblage was 
called out by reverence for the past 
cr from curiosity to see a collection of 
some of the best known stage cele- 
brities of the present day for the price 
usually charged to see only one, is, of 
course, a matter of opinion. 

But at any rate, the audience thor- 
Cughly enjoyed itself. If the lachry- 
tnose old piece creaked shrilly on its 
hinges, if its highly-seasoned characters 
sometimes seemed as if they had stepped 
inadvertently out of an old-fashioned 
chromo, the night was all the better 
for it. And however aloof from actual 
life or reasonable probabilities “A Cel- 
ebrated Case’ seqmed in its far- 
stretched coincidences it really is not 
much more unbeltevable than some of 
the plays that nowadays pass muster 
as pictures true to life. The difference 
lies principally in the superior méch- 
anism of the model.of 1915. How Joan 
Renaud, the brave French soldier, was 
falsely accused ‘by his innocent little 
Gaughter of murdering his adored wife, 
how he was sent to the galleys, how he 
survived his mental tortues to meet his 
child again in the luxurious home of 
the Colonel of his regiment who had 
adopted her, and how poetic justice 
tardily, but eventually prevailed and 
the real murderer was unmasked—all 
these details which fill a double pro- 
logue and four acts do not matter much.

“A Celebrated Case” showed signs 
of having undergone a good deal of 
revision to prepare it tor its new 
test.

The 
scenes were well painted and the 
costumes were rich and ornate, after 
the fashions of the period. The old 
play will be enjoyed hugely, for one 
season, perhaps because it shows how 
much the stage has progressed in 
40 years.

Hopes of Early Peace Frustrated 
by Sale of Munitions to Al- 
lies, He Thinks. 


Prof. Hugo Muensterberg of Harvard, 
noted psychologist, whose adverse crit- 
icism of America’s neutrality observa- 
tion several months ago was widely dis- 
cussed, has just written a new book 
which he calls “The Peace and: Amer- 


ica.”” (Appletoni:) ~He declares that, to 
the German. mind, this -country’s atti- 
tude has been so markedly anti-German 
as to make it impossible for the United 
States to serve as a peace intermediary, 
leaving the Pope the only possible me- 
diator. 

The professor points out that he is re- 
viewing events only from the angle of 
personal experience and that ‘‘the time 
for impersonal work and _ scientific 
method” has not ‘come yet. He admits 
frankly that he is pro-German. He is 
not trying to start an argument, ne 
savs. Indeed he repeatedly uses the 
quotation: “But do not let us quarrel 
any more—I am grown peaceful as old 
age tonight.” But while he may not be 
quarreling with the land of his adop- 
tion, he unjualifiedly declares that its 
attitude towards Germany has been un- 
intelligent and unjust. 

Complains of Sale of Arma. 

“Only one nation was blessed by per- 
fect freedom from entanglement,’”’ he 
writes, “only one nation had _ the 
strength and the economic independ- 
‘ence and the international power and 
the moral right and the historic duty 
to become the one truly neutral arbiter 
and helper: the United States of Amer- 
ica. What has become of this noble 
mission? How has the land used the 
occasion of world import? Can it 0% 
denied that they have weakened ths 
noble hopes with which we friends of 
peace all over the world looked confi- 
dently towards the stars and stripes as 
the banner of honorable peace? In deep- 
est sorrow we feel that a deed of over- 
whelming greatness might have crowned 
the age and that instead of it the small 
struggle of the day, with’ all its petti- 


the glorious hour.” 

The professor bitterly voices the old 
German complaint that. by selling munt- 
tions of war and armseto the allies the 
United States has not practiced neutral- 
ity. More humiliating than that to the 
German-Americans, he finds, is the per- 
sonal attitude of Americans in general 
toward German ideals and aspirations. 
He insists that this attitude has sad- 
dened the lives of all German-Americans 
and has made them feel that their confi- 
dence in the fairness of our country has 
been sadly misplaced. 


Refus eto Listen to Arguments. 

We have been swayed by catchwords 
and prejudiced information, Frof. Muen- 
sterberg declares. The people who went 
wild over the shout, “You shall not cru- 
cify mankind upon a cross of gold,”’ ig- 
noring all sound arguments for the gold 
standard, ‘“have now become frantic be- 
cause other spelibinders have shouted, 
“You shall not crucify mankind upon a 
cross of militarism;’’ have shut their 
eyes and. refused to listen to the many 
sound arguments with which Germany 
defends her cause. 

He thinks that some day, just as the 
country came to. its sanity on the money 
question, it will come to a saner view of 
the German question. But he has grave

MODERN PROCE 
ARE GREAT AID IN 
PEVISION OF BIBLE 


Benedictine Monks Are Photo- 
graphing Entire Volumes of 
Manuscript for Comparison. 


ALL ERRORS CATALOGUED 


Ancient Libraries of World Are 
Being Searched for Transla- 
tions That Might Help.

Cardinal Gasqueth has been arousing 
mirth among the learned Benedictines 
of Rome by relating a piece of advice 
given to him on nis recent visit to this 
country by an interested but ingenuous 


American to whom he had been 8 speaking 
of the enormous task of revising the Bi- 
ble, in which the Benedictine monks 
are now engaged. This man advised 
him in ail seriousness to make use of 
the original manuscript of the Vulgate. 
written by the hand of St. Jerome. 

As Abbot Ambrogio Ameill remarked 
in a recent address to the Roman clergy, 

‘Truly excellent advice, but who knows 
where such a manuscript exists. Where 
can this archtype of the Vulgate, on 
which all the existing manuscripts are 
more or less directly based, be found?’ 

St. Jerome wrote. his translation of 
the Bible into Latin in the years be- 
tween $84 and 404 A.-D., having been com- 
missioned by Pope Damasus. In the i9 
succeeding centuries his version was 
transcribed by thousands of copyists. 
Through transcription and retranscrip- 
tion many errors crept into the text. 
Many learned men undertook to revise 
the corrupted text by comparing it with 
fragments of even older versions. 

Alcuin and Lanfrance were two of the 
earliest of these revisers, but the work 
of revision and corruption continued 
until 1546, when the Council of Trent de- 
cided that the’ Vulgate. be accepted as 
authoritative and an official version was 
published in 1592. In 1908 Pope Pius X 
directed that this be thoroughly revised 
and intrusted the work to the Benedic- 
tine Order, with Abbot (now Cardinal) 
Gasquet as the head of the commission. 

More Than 8000 Manuscripts. 

The revision is well under way, but tt 
will take many years to complete. How 
enormous is the task may be gathered 
from the fact that there are scattered 
through the world more than 8000 manu- 
scripts that antedate St. Jerome—re- 
earlier in date than the eleventh cen- 
tury. And these must be compared with 
the more or less fragmentary manu- 
scripts that antedate St. Jerome—re- 
visions of the “told Latin’’ Bible, Greek, 
Lyriac and Hebrew texts—which were 
used or which may have been used by 
St. Jerome in making his translation. 

There is, for instance, the Septuagint, 
a second cefitury translation in Greek, 
from .which King James’ version was 
principally translated into English. 
Yhere are the translations from the 
Hebrew of the Old Testament made by 
Bigen in the third century and the 
fragments of the translations of Aquila, 
Symmachus and Theodition in the serc- 
ond century. St. Jerome made use of 
some of these, but he translated the 
Old Testament from the original He- 
brew, in which work he was assisted by 
the ablest rabbis, who went to him for 
the purpose in his cell at Bethlehem. 

Unfortunately there ig no Hebrew 
manuscript in existence that is older 
than the tenth century, but a compari- 
son of this with the early Greek transla- 
tions shows that the text is practically 
identical with the ancient. The first 
thing the committee of Benedictines de- 
cided to do was to catalogue all the 
manuscripts, classifying them into thet. 
proper “‘families.’’” This was undertaken 
by Don Henri Quentin of the Abbey of 
Solesmes. This classification will re- 
veal which of these manuscripts are 
most reliable and approach most close- 
ly to the original text of St. Jerome. 

Photographing the Manuscripts. 

While Don Quentin is at work on this, 
the most important manuscripts—co- 
dices, they are called—are being repro- 
duced by a new process of photography, 
white upon black. These codices are 
in libraries all over Europe, some of 
the most ancient being in Ireland. A\l- 
ready 17 entire bibles, besides many 
psalters, gospels and other single books 
or parts of books have been reproduced 
by this process, page by page. These, 
as collected at the Benedictine monas- 
tery of San Calisto in Rome, make up 
a library of 300 volumes, consisting of 
22,000 photographed pages. 

Reproductions of these are distributed 
to individual Benedictines in Italy, Ger- 
many, England, Belgium and France, 
each of whom has a certain specific task 
allotted to him. 

In 1908 a special edition of what is 
known as the Clementine Codex was 
printed for their especial use, on large 
pages, each with a single narrow column 
of type, leaving a broad margin. Each 
monk who receives a photographed co- 
dex has to compare it word for word, 
letter for letter, with that in the book, 
noting on the margin every variation, 
no matter how slight. Afterwards these 
are counter-checked against the orig- 
inal. 

As soon as a monk hag finished his 
work he sends his book to Rome, where 
the members of the commission, resi- 
dent there, are engaged in classifying 
and grouping all the variants and 
transcribing them into one special reg- 
ister, which is a huge volume with 4 
columns to the page. Each column con- 
tains the variants of a codex, desig- 
nated by its own special sign, so that 
the reciprocal relations between the 
several ‘“‘families’’ can be seen almost 
at a glance. 

Tracing All Variants. 

Abbot Ammeli told the Roman priests 
that this ‘method put them in the way of 
tracing back the variants, seeing which 
was the most ancient reading, and ‘‘at 
the same time indicated the vicissitude 
the Vulgate had undergone in its long 
obscure trends through the centuries 
and the different nations.”’

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Reading a Fifteenth Century manu- 
script in the Bibliothea Nazionale at 
Florence, he came across a passage that 
spoke of that precious original as still 
existing on the shelves of the library of 
the Chapter of St. Peter’s in Rome. 
Honting through the Fourteenth and 
vifteenth Century catalogues of this 
‘ibrary he found listed “a very ancient 
Bible in very large characters’ and 
another precious Bible wrapped in cloth 
of gold. When he looked for these vol- 
umes he found that they had been 
among the loot carried off or destroyed 
<y the army of Germans and Spaniards 
that sacked Rome after their leader, 
the Constable de Bourbon, had been 
killed by a shot fired by Benvento Cel- 
lini. These were the only books that 
might have been the manuscript of St. 
Jerome, but as they had been lost Don 
Amelli was disappointed. 


Reproducing Erasufes. 


Another Benedictine has recently 
invented a process of reproducing 
palimpsetsts—as ancient manuscripts 
over which more recent authors have 
written anew, the original writings 
having been partially erased, are 
called. This method facilitates the 
deciphering of the original. Lon 
Mauser of Bueron has already used it 
in deciphering a sixth century man- 
uscript of the Vulgate version of the 
Hebrew prophets that had been writ- 
ten over by some later person. It is 
in the monastery at St. Gall. 

In the great libraries of the world 
there are many such palimpsests and 
the new invention is to be applied to 
deciphering them, a task that is ordi- 
narily of extreme difficulty. 


Thus are these learned Benedictine 
monks—always the intellectual aris- 
tocracy of the church—busy on the 
immense task entrusted to them by 
Pope Pius X. They are in no hurry; 
thoroughness is essential, as the min-« 
utest detail may be of the highest 
importance. The work is divided 
among them so that each man has 
just one thing at a time to do anda 
all the finest processes of reproduc- 
ing ancient documents are called to 
their assistance. The work will take 
many more years to complete but 
when finished it is intended it shall 
endure for all time as the nearest 
possible approach to an exact transla- 
tion of the actual writings of the 
authors of the several books that 
make up the Holy Bible.

In the new build- 
igs provisions have been made for pay 
patients and for the accommodation of 
mothers with their sick children. 
Hospital Administration. 

This hospital combines several spe- 
cialty hospitals under ome administra- 
tion. In the main building are the Eliza- 
beth 4, Liggett Memorial and the Martha 
Parsons Free Hospital for Children. At 
45 South Euclid avenue it maintains a 
dispensary where sick children are re- 
ceived at all hours of the day or night, 
an infant welfare station and a social 
service department. In addition a coun- 
try hospital is maintained in St. Louis 
County at Ridge Farm, Valley Park. 
Ridge Farm, affording the freedom of 
the country, with sunshine, clear air and 
fresh milk, is used to promote a complete 
recovery or to prepare for treatment in 
the wards in the city. 

If a child can be cared for at home 
the Social Service Department co-op- 
erates with the dispensary physician 
in making such care efficient. For 
this work a graduate nurse was en- 
gaged in 1914 to visit homes and 
give mothers instruction in the care 
and feeding of babies. 

The 1914 report of the hospital 
showed that 1636 cases were treated 
\n the wards of the hospital. Besides 
these, 56094 children made 30,211 vis- 
its to the various clinics for treat- 
ment,

Neeser. 


“If the navy were a baseball team, 


Congress would understand that it was 
necessary for it to play rival teams to 
perfect its team work. It would know 
that simply practicing pitching, batting 
and throwing the ball around does not 
develop the team work necessary! to 
beat a rival team. The navy is permit- 
ted to hold target practice, which is 
analogous to ‘battery’ practice and 
throwing the ball. It is permitted to take 
cruises, which may be likened to run- 
ning the bases. It is permitted to hold 
tactical drills, which correspond to bat- 
ting practice and catching flies. But at 
no time is it permitted, as a team, to 
play ball, to engage in war maneuvers 
on an extensive scale, with all the units 
necessary in war—battleships, cruisers, 
scouts, destroyers, submarines, auxil- 
iaries, tenders, fuel ships and hospital 
ships—yet until these maneuvers are held 
successfully every year the fleet cannot 
be considered as prepared.” 

This is one of the pointed paragraphs 
of “Our Navy and the Next War,” by 
Robert W. Neeser, who has written sev- 
eral works on naval subjects. The new 
book is published by Charles Scribner’s 
Sons. 

“Readiness a Comparable Term.” 


‘“‘Readiness,” the author says in an- 
other part of the book, “is a comparable 
term. The army and the navy may be 
ready for war with Mexico, with South 
America, with China, with Africa and 
rnaybe with Turkey; but those countries 
are not our probable enemies.

OCCOQUAN, Va., April 10.—A tall, 
slender, gray-eyed man, on a summer 
day Nearly five years ago, addressed a 


group of 50 sentenced prisoners inside 


the-4ail of the District of Columbia. 
“fam going to take you to Occoquan, 


32 miles down the Potomac River,” he 
said. “Heretofore persons in your pre- 
dicament have been handcuficd when 
marched through the streets. 


“You are to travel with me, however, 
without handcuffs or leg irons. Some 
of you may be mean and try to get 
away. On my part, I will treat you like 
human beings. If any of you escape, 
you'will be caught and you will injure 
yourselves and do me no particular 

The jail officers winked at one an- 
other. Here was an unknown altruls: 
from Indiana, overturning ancient pre- 
cautions and upsetting tested prece- 
dents. The prisoners also were s6ur- 
prised. William H. Whittaker, the tall, 
gray-eyed man, and two assistants tooa 
the 60 prisoners to the Union Station 
in Washington, loaded them on a Car 
and, 40 minutes later, unloaded them at 
Occoquan, on the banks of a navigable 
creek bearing the same name. 

The prisoners—thieves, pickpockets, 
down-and-outers and so on—were put 
into tents. Whittaker and his family

of up-and-down boards recently cut in 
“he forest. 

Back of the tents and bungalow were 
1150 acres of second-growth timber—Vir- 
ginia pine, mostly—and a thick, tough 
tangle of underbrush. Around the tents 
was a ridiculous barbed-wire fence, l 
feet high, which was later torn down. 

Other misdemeanants were brought in 
by train from day to day. Some of 
them ran away, filtering out during th: 
night through the wire fence and pine 
thicket. The Whittaker policy, however, 
remained unchanged. 

‘“‘We are building,’’ he said to skeptical 
onlookers, ‘‘a model workhouse for the 
world.”’ 

The promise has been kept. Experts 
from all over the United States and 
many parts of Europe have visited the 
District of Columbia Farm, as Whit- 
aker usually calls his remarkable col- 
ony of criminals, drunkards and out- 
casts. 

By and by the prisoners quit running 
away-—the average of escapes now is 
less than two a month among more than 
600 men. The tents on the banks of the 
creek are gone and on the ground they 
once occupied is a manufactory that 
produces 32,000 bricks a day and a steam 
stone-crushing plant, which from a dis- 
tance, looks like a good-sized flour mill. 

Along the shore is a dock and tied to 
the dock are two tugs and several scows, 
while other scows are being built at 
the water’s edge. The tugs tow the 
scows loaded with bricks to Washington 
and return with the scows loaded with 
manure. Thirty prisoners and _ three 
guards live in Washington on a house- 
boat and load and unload the scows as 
they go and come on the Potomae River. 

Bricks Used for High School. 

Five millions of the bricks, made by 
the prisoners at Occoquan, are being 
used in the construction of a great cen- 
tral high school in Washington. Stone 
crushed by other prisoners is being put 
on the roads in the District of Columbia. 
Manure from Governinent stables, float- 
ed down the river on the scows, is be- 
ing spread on the land at Occoquan. 

A mile back from the banks of the 
creek are 30 buildings—mess halls, derm- 
itories, cow barns, stables, machine 
shops and so forth—all constructed by 
prison iabor. In those buildings 600 men 
and 100 women eat, sleep and work, 
when not employed somewhere else. The 
buildings, one story high, always glisten 
with whitewash and are lighted with 
broad windows that are open‘*most of 
the time and are never, day or night, 
locked or barred. 

About 700 acres of the land have been 
cleared. Thousands cf grape vines and 
fruit trees have been planted. On the 
gentle slope of a long, wide hill are 359 
pigs. Whittaker says that he will soon 
be butchering 1000 pigs a year. Sixty 
cows and calves are in a stable by them- 
selves. 

Seventy horses and mules do the plow- 
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library and rest room. They play check- 


ers, read newspapers and books and 
talk. I am opposed to moving picture 
shows and baseball games at a prison 
that is located in the country. The men 
men who are in prison have already 
trifled away more of their lives than is 
good for them and should be made to 
buckle down to systematic and pro- 
ductive work. Their surplus energy 
Should be turned into the growing of 
potatoes and cabbages and then when 
night comes they are ready to sleep, an-i 
a sleeping man neither plots nor tries 
to escape. 


“Our prisoners are given plenty of 
wholesome food, are well clothed, are 
compelled to keep their persons clean 
and are provided with comfortable beds. 
They work about nine hours a day, are 
in the open air most of the time and 
gain flesh and strength every minute 


they are here. The drunkard returns ‘o 
Washington at the end of 30 days or six 
months partly rebuilt physically and 
capable of eating three meals a day. Un- 
fortunately, he is soon back at Occoquan 


again. 

“Drugs will not,cure a drunkard who 
is shut up in an asylum between brick 
walls. Sunshine, the open air, nourish- 
ing food and regular employment wi'l 
cure him, but not in 60 or 90 days. Hisi 
restoration is certain, however, to be 
complete in three years. So I am op- 
posed to fixed sentences for drunkards 
and also for all classes of misdemean- 
ants and criminals. The sentences of 
courts should in each case be indetermi- 
nate and every prisoner should be kept 
away from the world until he is cured; 
and he can be cured if he is normal and 
not an abnormal human being. 

‘You may ask why our prisoners do 


not run away. Penologists from all over 
the world have asked me the same ques- 
tion. The reasons, I suppose, are va- 
rious, but chief among them, I think, is 
the belief on the part of the 00 men 
and the 100 women, who are here, but 
live in separate buildings, that I am 
constantly trying to give them a square 
deal. They understand that they will be 
treated decently so long as they deservo 
that sort of treatment and that if they 
run away they will be caught, sooner or 
later, and brought back. 

“No, % is not what you call ‘the hono, 
system.’ There is no such system, al- 
though ft is often spoken of by news- 
papers and magazines. I call it the 
‘pride system.’ Let me illustrate what ! 
mean by referring to an incident that 
occurred several years ago. A man 
came to us with « bad character. We 
were warned by letter from a jail officer 
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in Washington that he was vicious and | 
dangerous and could not be trusted day 
or night. 

“I had the man brought to my office. 
‘Here is the picture,’ I told him, ‘that 
comes to me from Washington.’ Then I 
read him the letter, omitting the signa- 
ture. “The picture,’ I said, ‘may be ac- 
curate, but I have a habit of making my 
Own photographs. You may be vicious, 
mean, malicious and dangerous, but you 
Gon’t seem so to me.’ 


““T am going to find out for myself,’ 
I said, ‘am@ the way I shall find out is 
by giving 1¢ men into your custody and 
management. You are to take the men 
into a field and I will hold you respon- 
sible for the work they do and their | 
return each night. Is the officer who 
wrote the letter a liar or does he tell 
the truth? Your conduct while here will

Furthermore 
there are no sullen faces and the six 
brick cells for unruly cases are rarely 
occupied. 

The wilderness of five years ago has 
become, by prison labor, the labor of the 
all-ins of Washington, it might also be 
said, and the genius of Whittaker, a 
wonderful agricultural and manufac- 
turing community. There are no guards 
only instructors. A dozen men are fell- 
ing trees. An instructor is directing the 
work. If he is called to another part of 
the farm, a prisoner, likely as not, will 
take his place while he is away. 

“I was told by the authorities, when 
they employed me, that they had bought 
a@ supply of shotguns’ and revolvers,” 
Whittaker said with a smile. ‘I would 
not have purchased any shooting-irons 
myself, but I brought them to Occoquan 
and stored them in a safe place. 

“*You will please me,’ I told my as- 
sistants, all of whom L.chose with great 
care, ‘if you will leave the weapons just 
where they are. Something might hap- 
pen, however, and then you might blame 
me if you got hurt. I can’t decide the] : 
matter for you and each man must act 
as he thinks best, but I, for one,, shall 
not go around with a pistol in my hip 
pocket or a gun on my shoulder.’ ’ 

“Most of the men took my view of the 
case. A few of the instructors are 
armed. The rest have no meang of at- 
tack or defense but their fists and their 
fists are not used so far as I know. 

“There is never any argument with a 
well man who refuses to work, whether 
he is In a field, the woods or the brick- 
making plant. He marches tn at night 
with the others, sits down at the supper 
table, folds his arms and watches the 
rest eat, for he has nothing to eat him- 
self.

ein, but the vindictive theory of treat- 
ing lawbreakers must give way to the 
reformatory idea before that can be ac- 
complished. When I was an officer of 
the penitentiary at Michigan City, Ind., 
years ag», it was customary for a guard 
to double a naked prisoner over @ bar- 
rel and whip him with a cat-o’-nine-tails 
until his blood ran down on the floor. I 
have lived through that age of barbar- 
ism and have done my share to end it, 
and I think I understand what I am 
talking ebout. Brutality never changed 
a thief into an honest man and never 
will, - 

‘There is only one way of treating 
prisoners in our workhouses, reforma- 
tories and penitentiaries, that is to 
make each boy and man believe there is 
a place in the world for him. Get liquor 
out of him, cigarettes out of him, fool- 
ishness out of him and teach him to 
read if he is illiterate, and teach him @ 
trade, if he hasn’t one, by which he can 
earn his living when he is free. Take 
him away from the city and put him 
out in the country on land. Then keep 
him at productive work until he is thor- 
oughly rebuilt. , 

“Improved farms should not be pur- 
chased on which to establish peniten- 
tiaries. Instead, wide stretches of land 
should be bought that can be reclaimed. 
Let the ax ring in the forest and the 
grubbing-hoe gleam in the sun and let 
every man who is at work understand 
that he is accomplishing something that 
is worthy of his sweat and toil. Then 
the burglar or the footpad will eat three 
big meals a day and will sleep all night 
without once turning over in bed. And 
presently he will be-a straight-thinkins 
man, 

Few Taught to Work. 

“A great majority of our criminals 
have never been taught to work. I have 
lived many years near prisons and have 
studied the world outside and inside of 
stone walls. Most men like to work. 
Most men are honest. All men, as [I 
have remarked, have pride. Why, then, 
should anyone have doubts about the 
ultimate worthiness of the whole human 
race? Work is not man’s curse, but the 
cause of his happiness, as idleness is the 
cause of practically all of his wrong- 
doing and misery. 

“I was young in years and experience 
when I went to the penitentiary at Mich- 
igan City as financier and accountant. 
The whole institution reeked with graft 
and savagery. Even the chaplain in- 
creased his income by adding carfare to 
every small purchase he made for a 
prisoner and he often carried 200 orders 
to town at one time. 

*“‘Reared on a farm near the town of 

Delphia and being woefully unsophisti- 
cated, the practices I saw ut Michigan 
City disgusted and shocked me. I talked 
matters over with a convict, a youthful 
banker who was made a scapegoat by 
others and hurried away to the peniten- 
tiary.. We discussed prison reform an 
1 began attending prison reform confer- 
ences. 
“The Warden with whom I went into 
office was a kind and honest man. He 
worked with me and helped to end the 
system of hiring convicts out to prison 
contractors. I was at Michigan City for 
six years. We had the custody of 2800 
prisoners. I saw that they were divided 
into two classes—normal and abnormal— 
and that is the way I now divide man- 
kind generally. Normal men can be 
Ariusted. The other kinds can’t be trust 
ed and therefore they must be watched. 
In the observations I am making are 
contained the primary principles of hu- 
mane and successful prison manage- 
ment. 


His Success at Jeffersonville, 

“Then Gov. Durbin appointed me War 
den of the reformatory at Jeffersonville. 
I took the place with the understanding 
that politics were to be kept out of the 
institution and that I was to hire all my 
helpers and dismiss anyone I pleased 
without interference. There were 120) 
inmates of the reformatory—men rang- 
ing in age from 20 to 30—and among 
them were murderers, housebreakers, 
bank robbers and highwaymen. 

“I established trade schools and a 
school of letters, employing expert 
mechanics and experienced teachers as 
instructors. Our graduates, as I termed 
them, had certificates showing that thev 
were skilled in certain kinds of work 
and had the equivalent of a public schooi 
education up to theereighth grade. 

“One year we made 1000 wooden beds 
and 1000 mattresses for a new insane 
asylum. I was at Jeffersonville six 
years. The Indiana Legislature voted 
me $180,000 the last year and I turned 
back into the treasury of the State 
$120,000 in cash. 

“Consequently, I think I know some- 
thing about the handling of our crim- 
inal classes. Three-fourths of the con- 
firmed drunkards of the United States, 
I repeat, can be permanently cured of 
the liquor or drug habit by living out- 
doors and by working at some product- 
ive employment, and 95 per cent of the 
prisoners in our penitentiaries can be

officials of the Belgian Government who 
were being used by the Germans in di- 
recting affairs. 

“My predecessor, Gen. von der Goltz,” 
he replied, “informed me that the mu- 
nicipal officials in Brussels. and most 
Belgian cities showed a good Co-Op- 
erative spirit from the start. 

“The higher officials were divided, 
some refusing flatiy to deal with the 
German administration. I do not blame 
these men, especially the railway Offi- 
Clals, for I can see their viewpoint. In 
these days ratiway roads and troop 
trains are inseparable, and if those Bel- 
gian railway officials had helped us, 
they would have committed treason 
against their country. 

“There was no need, though, for the 
postoffice officials to hold out, and only 
lately they have come around. Realiz- 
ing, however, that without their de- 
partment, the country would be in chaos, 
the officials of the Department of Jus- 
tice immediately co-operated with us. 
Today the Belgium civil courts try all 
ordinary misdemeanors and _ felonies. 
Pelgium penals law still exists and is ad- 
ministered by Belgians. However, all 
other cases are tried by a military trib- 
unal, the Field Gericht.” 

“German Army Not Foraging.” 

I asked Excellency von Bissing if there 
was much need for this military trib- 
unal. I shall not forget his reply. 

“We have a few serious cases,”’ 
said. ‘‘Occasionally there ts a little sedi- 
tion, but for the most part it is only 
needle pricks. They are quiet now. They 
know why,’ and slowly shaking his 
head, Von Bissing, who is known as_ tlie 
sternest disciplinarian in the entire Ger- 
man army, smiled.

communication. How do I know that? 
Simply because England would have 
been guilty of the grossest blunder if 
she had not done that, and the man who 
is in charge of England's army has 
never been known, as a blunderer. 


“T am perfect aware that the world 
is saying that England did not do it 
—granting that they might have—- 
but that we actually did it. It was 
the only way. Subsequent events, the 
finding of diplomatic documents, 
have proven the English agreements 
with Belgium. In the captured fort- 
resses at Namur, Liege and Antwerp, 
we found stores of French guns and 
ammunition. Jermany would have 
been much worse off than she is to- 
day if she had not gone through Bel- 
gium. A great state like Germany 
could not permit holding back at 
such a time in its history.”

granted by the Holy Father—with permission to quote it—in the 
modern history of the church. 

The importance of the Pope’s utterances is enhanced immensely 
by the fact that he has remained silent on the war. 

His Holiness continued : 

“The entire world ts looking to. America to lake the initi- 
ative toward peace. Will the American people see and grasp 
this propitious moment? Will America fulfill the world’s 
wish and hope? 

“I pray for peace. My daily prayers, all my efforts, are 
for peace—for an end to this terrible war.” 

The holy father’s finely chiseled, sensitive features, his ex- 
pressive countenance, reflected intensely his thoughts and the sin- 
eerity of his words. 

“I place my entire hopes for an early peace upon the 
American people and upon the influence and power it has 
in the entire world,” he repeated earnestly. 

“Just, impartial, and at all times neutral in its attitude 
and efforts to bring the war to an end, America, when the 
favorable moment comes for the initial step for a peace sug- 
gestion, may be certain of the utmost support of the Holt y 
See. Sol have already let your President know through one 
of his highest friends.” 


His Holiness Is Working Harder for. 
Peace Than Any Other Man in World 


From what I heard and saw during the two days I spent at the Vatican 
talking to cardinals and monsignors, some of the foreign ministers to the 
Vatican are convinced the Pope is working harder for peace than probably 
any one other man in the world. 

If I can trust the impressions created during my fifteen minutes’ talk 
with him, and interpret correctly the words which he gave me permission to 
quote, the holy father goes farther than holding out his hand to America to 
join in his efforts to end the war. He even appealed to America t» 
take the role of peacemaker, offering his own tremendous moral support and 
personal efforts. 

The Pope received me in his magnificent private library on the second 
floor of the Vatican, of which the windows overlook the colonnades and the 
plaza in front of St. Peter’s, and afford a vista of Rome and the snow-tipped, 
purplish mountains in the distance. 

Only those newspaper men who have made attempts to get an audience 
and interview with the Pope can appreciate the difficulties and obstacles to 
be overcome. In my case the difficulty was considered greater because, as 
it happens, I am not a Catholic.

One of 
the foreign ministers accredited to the Vatican, to whom I was presented, 
joined us. Through the Lapidarium and that part of the Vatican’s priceless 
ancieht Roman art treasures recovered from the ruins of the buried cities, 
thence through the beauties of St. Peter’s Church with its standing room 
for 50,000, down through the labyrinth of subterranean passages and cham- 
bers under the church to where the remains of the Apostle Peter, the first 
Pope lie, as we progressed, centuries passed in review 

After meeting some leading dignitaries in the council chambers of th2 
Vatican, I began to understand better why the Catholie religion holds its 
people and why Rome is the Mecca of the Catholic world. 

To avoid the maze of steps and corridors, the prelate led me through his

Out Against Barbarities, 
Novelist Says. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, April 10.—An open letter 
to President Wilson from Hall Caine, 
the novelist, is printed in the American 
as a cablegram from London. He does 
not like President Wilson's views on 
various phases of the war, especially the 


sincerity of all parties to the war in the 
belief of each that he is right, saying: 
‘What is it to you that the Germans 
have the same confidence in the justice 
of their cause as we have in ours if you 
believe their conduct is condemned by 
moral law? 
“You say it is your daty and the duty 
of your great nation to wait for the 
verdict of the ultimate tribunal of time. 
But is that brave, is it right, is it even 
possible, is it according to the spirit of 
the Twentieth Century in a country 
which (above all others) has claimed and 
won the right of free speech and in- 
dividual judgment?’’ 
Denying the correctness of President 
Wilson’s declaration that ‘‘in the midst 
cf the confused world, where no one 
has the key to the confusion, the sole 
duty of man is to keep his own sapirit’’. 
He says: 

“The world is in a tumult, but not 
in confusion. The cause of the tumult 
is the voilation of the moral law and, 
therefore, it is the duty of all men to 
put it down. These hideous barbari- 
ties which are filling the world with 
crime are other reople’s affairs. Be- 
cause America is not, like Great Brit- 
ain, bound by an old bargain to pro- 
tect the independence of Belgium, is it 
nothing to her as a nation that her 
country has been laid waste, that her 
innnocent and unarmed people have suf- 
fered unutterable outrages and have 
fled before German soldiers as before 
& plague? 

“IT say it is something to you as a 
nation. I say that the voice that speaks 
to the United States out of the depths 
of the sea, the voice that speaks to her 
cut of the desolation of Belgium, is 
a louder and more imperative voice 
than the voice that speakss to Britain 
out of the old treaty—the voice of hu- 
manity. 

“We think neutral states ought to 
speak out. We think they ought to 
speak out now. 

“We think they have no right to 
attempt to chloroform the human im- 
pulses of their subjects into silence. 
“We think it is an unnatural pro- 
hibition which is silencing some of 
the most eloquent tongues of the 
neutral countries (as recent experi- 
ence has shown me), while the hearts 
behind them are bursting to speak. 
“We confidently believe that if the 
neutral nations do not speak out now 
against the barbarities being perpe- 
trated before their eyes, they will 
forfeit the right to speak at all when 
the war is over.”

AMSTERDAM, via London, April U. 
—The Harpalyce was torpedoed seven 
miles off Noordhinder. The Dutch 
steamer Elisabeth was first to the res- 
cue and altogether 28 of the crew were 
rescued by that vessel. 

Two others are believed to have been 
saved by the American steamer Ruby 


Some of the survivors were badly 
wounded. The captain and first en- 
gineer are thought to have been 
drowned. 

ROTTERDAM, April 10, via London, 


april 11.—The British steamer Harpal- 
yee, the first relief boat of New York 
State, and under charter to the commis- 
sion for the relief of Belgium, has eith- 
er been torpedoed or sunk by a mine in 
the North Sea. 

The Harpalyce, under its charter to 
the Belgian relief commission, had x 
permit securing immunity from attack. 
The Dutch steamer Elizabeth, on 
its voyage from Rotterdam for New 
York, picked up 22 of the crew of 
the Harpalyce, seven miles northeast 
of Noordhinder Lightship, and brought 
them back to Rotterdam. The Dutch 
steamer Constance Catherina, picked 
up five men and took them to Nieuwe 
Waterweg. The steamer carried a 
crew of 53 men, 26 of whom, it -is 
feared, have been drowned. 

Those rescued by the Elizabeth in- 
cluded the second mate and the sec- 
ond engineer, the latter in a wounded 
condition. 


The Harpaloye, which was of 3691 
tons, was a comparatively new 
steamer, owned by J. and C. Harri- 
son of London. She sailed from New 
York, March 7, with more than 11,000 
individual gifts for the relief of the 
Belgians, and arrived at Rotterdam 
on March 30. It is presumed that the 
Harpalyoe’s cargo had been unloaded 
and that she was on her return voy- 
age. She was commanded by Frank 
Wamn, who, prior to his departure 
from New York, declared that he 
was not worried about mines or sub- 
marines. 


CANADA IS ASKED 
FOR MORE TROOPS 


OTTAWA, Ontario, April 10.—Loni 
Kitchener has cabled to Canada for a 
second expeditionary force, 

The news was given to Parliament 
tonight by Premier Sir Robert Borden 
who said the call had beén expected for 
some time. 

Gen. Witchener was informed three 
months ago that the force was ready 
to board troop ships and sail for 
Europe, but England was not ready 
to provide accommodations for the 
men. Premier Borden said that in 
the Dominion and abroad on the pay- 
roll of Canada 101,560 men were bear- 
ing arms or performing military serv- 
ice. Officers and men numbering 35,- 
420 were dispatched as the first 
Canadian expeditionary force and as 
reinforcements for it the Premier 
stated, and the second expeditionary

RUSSIAN CHECK IN 
THE CARPATHIANS 


a considerable extension of the bat- 
tle fields both in the Carpathians and 
the Woevre district of France, where 
fighting of extreme violence continues 
by day and night, without, 
any definite decision having been 
reached in either region. 
The Russians have made themselves 
masters of the principal chain of 
mountains from Dulka Pass to Uzsok 
Pass, and have begun an attack on 
the German forces which hold the 
hills from the latter pass eastward 
to the Beskid Pass, The section of 
the Carpathians has been the scene 
since early February of many fierce 
encounters between the Germans, who 
were sent to help the Austrians in 
their fruitless efforts to relieve 
Przemsyl and the Russian Army, 
whose task it was to hoid them back 
until the fall of the fortress. 
It is apparent from a comparison of 
Russian and Austrian official. reports 
that this German force has at least 
succeeded in checking the Russians. 
The French army in the Woevre 
is hammering at the two sides of the 
German wedge which was driven in- 
to the French lines as far as S3St. 
Mihiel early in the war and which 
thus far has remained firm, and sim- 
ultaneously has attacked the Ger- 
man front which passes close to the 
Lorraine border between Nancy and 
Crateau Salins. 
The campaigns in other parts of Eu- 
rope and in Asia seem to have come 
to a standstill. There has been isolated 
fighting along the East Prussian bor- 
der and along the Yser River in Flan- 
ders, but the engagements have been 
small affairs as compared with the two 
great battles. The Russians and Turks 
occasionally come into conflict in the 
Caucasus, but on the whole, the cam- 
paign of the allies against Turkey is 
awaiting the commencement of a new 
and bigger effort to force the Dar- 
danelles. 
Germany’s note to the United States 
objecting to that country supplying 
arms and ammunition to the allies is 
given a prominent place in the news of 
the day, but has not yet been com- 
mented upon. = 
The French official statement issued 
tonight says in the region between the 
Meuse and the Moselle the Germans 
since the end of February have had the 
entire Twenty-third division of re- 
serves. Then, toward the end of March. 
when that division was exhausted, the 
Tenth active division of the Fifth army 
corps, composed of the best troops, was 
sent. The losses suffered by the Ger- 
mans at Les Parges during the last 
two months are put at 30,000 men. 

The French War Office in its stats- 
ment gives no idea of the French 
losses. 


Submarine Sinks French Ship, Lets 

Crew of 25 Escape. 
LE TREUPORT, France, April 10.~ 
The French three-masted ship Chateau- 
briand, from London for New York, 
with a cargo of chalk, was sunk by a 
German submarine off the Isle of Wight 
at 11 a. m. Thursday. The crew was 
saved. 

Capt. Grondin and the 24 men aboard 
the vessel were given 10 minutes by the 
German commander to launch their two 
boats. The Chateaubriand then was tor- 
pedoed. After drifting about all the 
rest of the day and all that night in 
bitter cold weather and without food, 
the crew sighted the French coast yes- 
terday morning, landing here safely. 
The Chateaubriand, a ship of 2029 tons, 
sailed from London April 4.

BASEL, Switzerland, via Paris, April 
19.—Violent snowstorms are raging in 
the Vasges Mountains, but the fight- 
ing continues.

ARMY RANK FRED 


Frenchman Acquitted by Court- 
martial After Sobbing Out 
Love for Woman He Killed. 


By Associated Press. 

PARIS, April 10.—Capt. Jean Herail, 
an officer in the French cavalry, wa3 
acquitted today by a courtmartial, 
which tried him for killing his wife 
at Compiegne, last November, because 


in order to be near him. 

Previous to the shooting orders had 
been issued by the military authori- 
ties prohibiting officers and soldiers 
from receiving their wives during the 
campaign. It was contended that 
Capt. Herail became mentally unbal- 
anced through worry over the pos- 
sible results of his wife's refusal to 
obey this order and leave him. 

Séldom has a more pathetic scene 
been witnesses in a Paris court than 
that when Capt. Herail took the 
stand in his own defense. The sol- 
dier wept as he told of the great love 
which he bore his wife and of how, 
when she steadfastly refused to re- 
turn home he believed he would be 
cashiered, he became “absolutely 
mad and was driven to the last ex- 
tremity,” of killing his loved one, 
The courtroom was crowded with 
women and officers and as Capt. 
Herail sobbed out his story many of 
them shed tears of sympathy. 

“I Became Absolutely Mad.” 

Capt. Herail told of the mutual 
love which prompted his wife to re- 


‘fuse to be separated from him while 


he was at the front and of his own 
loyal life. 

“You do not realize how great was 
the love I had for my wife,” he’said 
brokenly. “When I believed I would 
be cashiered because of her deter- 
mind refusal to return home, al- 
though I implored her timeand agaia, 
I became mad, absolutely mad, and 
was driven to the last extremity.” 

Here the Captain broke down and 
sobbed bitterly for five minutes and 
many of the women and uniformed 
officers in the court room were 80 
affected by the gray-haired soldier's 
agitation that they, too, wept. 

Col. Jacquillat, who presided over 
the court, reproved Capt. Heralil 
sharply for placing all the blame upon 
his wife and asked why he did not 
use some other method than to shoot 
her.

One of the deeds held by Mrs. Wein-

tomary cancellation perforations, was 
given by the Jessie Morris Realty and 
Investment Co., a Frederick corpora- 
tion, to Phil H. Lenz ag trustee and Les- 
lie Bearden. It secured a three-year 
loan of $4000 on a Lafayette avenue lot. 

Lenz told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday that he was made trustee of 
this deed without his own know wiedge 
and consent and he never even heard 
of it until the present disclosure. He 
explained, however, that it is a frequent 
custom of realty men to name some per- 
son trustee withoit asking him about it. 
The trustee is only an intermediary who 
is charged with the duty of sélling the 
property to satisfy the mortgage if de- 
fault is made in payment. He is not 
directly a party to the transaction.

Schmoll said that he, too, had op- 
posed Frederick in the primary elec- 
tion, but that the people, who were 
supreme, had overruled him and nom- 
inated Frederick as their candidate. 
He said that he was also familiar 
with the ethics of bankers regarding 
their business relations with their 
customers. He said he thought if the 
charges were true Frederick ought 
to have resigned from the ticket, but 
at that time (Thursday or Friday of 
last week) it was too late for him to 
resign and the vacancy be filled. The 
official ballots had then been printed. 

Schmoll declined to see President 
Hill about the matter, but declared 
that he would be ready to use his 
influence ag head of the Republican 
organization to prevent’ Frederick 
from taking his seat, in the event of 
his election, if the charges were 
proven true. He also suggested that 
an official investigation by the 
Board of Aldermen probably would 
be made. 

When the Post-Dispatch learned of 
the Night and D--- Bank transaction, 
Tuesday afternoon, several hours be- 
fore the polls closed, Schmoll again 
was interviewed. 

It was at that time that Schmoll told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that he was 
through with Frederick, that he had 
not and would not raise a cent of money 
to help him out of his trouble, and de- 
clared that he could not and should 
not be elected. 

Reports Cut Down His Vote. 

The facts bearing on the Night and 
Day Bank transaction, as gathered by 
Vost-Dispatch reporters and confirmed 
in many details despite the _ silence 
maintained by officials and employes 
of the bank, were laid before Circuit 
Attorney Harvey, Wednesday, the day 
efter the election. Frederick had gone 
to Milwaukee, ostensibly to see a sick 
daugiter. 

He had been extremely nervous for 
almost a week before the election, as 
the Post-Dispatch had several times 
sought to get an explanation from him 
of his relations with the Mechanics- 
American Bank. He was asked for an 
explanation of the Night and Day Bank 
affair at 3 p. m. Tuesday—four hours 
before the polls closed. His attitude 
was the same as when he had been 
asked avout tine Mechanics-American 
deal—refused to answer. 

A smattering of the charges against 
it‘rederick relative to the Mechanics- 
Ainerican affair had become generally 
known among members of beth the 
Republican and Democratic City Com- 
mittees before the election, as well as 
among bankers, lawyers and business 
nen. As the result of the circulation 
cf the reports, and the disinclination 
of politicians actively to support Fred- 
erick in the election, he ran 7300 votes 
Lehind the leaders of the Republican 
ticket, but was elected in the Republi- 
can landslide by a majority of more 
than 22,000. Political leaders of both 
parties generally conceded that the dis- 
closure of the facts regarding the flvat- 
ing of fraudulent deeds of trust. be- 
iore the election, would have defeated 
him overwhelmingly.

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SCULPTOR BITTER 
DIES AFTER BEING 
HIT BY AN AUTO 


Noted New Yorker Was Chief of 
Department of Sculpture at 
Exposition Here. 


NEW YORK, April 10.—Carl Theo- 
dore Francis Bitter, chief of the De- 
partment of Sculpture of the Pana- 
ma-Pacific Exposition and one of the 


best-known sculptors of this coun- 
try, died in a hospital here today of 
injuries he suffered when he and 
Mrs. Bitter were run down last night 
by an automobile in Broadway. 
Bitter’s injuries are not serious. 

Mr. Bitter was director of sculpture 
of the Buffalo Exposition and chief 
of the Department of Sculpture of 
the St. Louls Exposition. He had exe- 
cuted many important private com- 
missions including the statue of 
Garl Schurz here and works in the 
homes of Collis P. Huntington, Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt and other wealthy 
men. 

He was a member of the Nationa: 
Institute of Arts and Letters and an 
academician of the National Academy 
of Design. Mr. Bitter was 47 years 


old, coming here in 1889 from VI- 
enna, where lis was born. His home 
wag in this city. 

Bitter made his advent into sculp- 
ture as a skilled laborer. He was em- 
pioyed in this capacity by a firm of 
architectural decorators when he en- 
tered a contest for design of the 
$200,000 bronze doors at “Trinity 
Church, known -as the. Astor memo- 
rial gates. He won the contest and 
with this money as a foundation 
opened a small studio and started 
his career as a sculptor.

| DANIELS FOR LOSS | 


~ OF SUBMARINE F4 


“Neglect”? of Cabinet Official 
Called Grewsome Commen- 
tary by Army Agitator. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—Representa- 
tive Gardner of Massachusetts gave @ 
dinner here tonight to the reserve army 
of the United States. Eight of the 16 
reservists attended. The proceedings 
were intended to express the views of 
the diners on the state of the national 
defenses. 

Gardner made the principal speech and 
referred to the recent loss of the sub- 
marine F4, which he characterized as a 
“gruesome comment on Secretary, Dan- 
iels’ policy of peaceful persuasion and 
pretense of preparedness.”’ 

“The loss of life,on the F4,” he said, 
“As due to Secretary Daniels’ neglect 
of our submarines.” ° 

Mr. Gardner related an incident, 
which he said occurred a year ago 
when, “in the minds of many people 
there was serious danger of interna- 
tional trouble in the Pacific Ocean.’ 
A joint board of army and navy offi- 
cers, he said, went to President V’il- 
son with recommendations that cer- 
tain precautions be taken immedi- 
ately. 

“The Pregident gasped with anger 
at the effrontery of these distin- 
guished officers,” said Representa- 
tive Gardner, “and peremptorily for- 
bade the board to meet again. If this 
statement of mine is denied I chal- 
lenge the President to permit a pub- 
lic investigation.”

creased from $20,660, his sworn re- 
turn. to $103,178. The board increased 
the assessment on a grand piano in

McBride at his appearance before 
the board last week, declined to en- 
umerate what bonds he held. He dis- 
missed stories published in newspa- 
pers to the effect that he had given

ters aS a marriage gift, by stating: 
“You cannot always depend upon 
what you read in newspapers.” 
The board, in the absénce of a state- 
ment by McBride, assessed him $80,000 
for bonds and other solvent securities. 
It increased his return on five automo- 
biles from $1215 to $2000, and his returs 
for paintings and household furniture 
was increased from $1000 to $2600. 
Vette Amends Hig Return. 
John H. Vette, money lender, volun- 
tarily amended his return of $17,960 by 
increasing it to $22,465, after his coun- 
sel, Jeptha D. Howe, had spent three 
hours in an attempt to convince the 
board that Vette’s original return was 
extravagant and should be reduced. 
The board had notified Vette it intend- 
ed to add $50,000 to his return unless 
convinced that his persenal holdings 
were less. 
The Eagle Trading Stamp Co. made 
a voluntary increase of its return from 
$21,640 to $242,640, when summoned by 
the board on complaint of Deputy As- 
sessor John H. Bohle. 
Thomas H. Francis of the Bucking- 
ham Hotel, a member of the brokerage 
firm of D. R. Francis & Bro., made a 
veluntary increase of his original re- 
turn of $20 on a gold watch by adding 
$500 for other personality.

The A. A. A. clearing houses for tur- 
ing information in New York City and 
Washington finds these. outings are now 
rianned with exceeding care,and this has 
led to a remarkably increased demand 
in the number and variety of maps of 
automobile routes which growth, for sev- 
eral years, the association has been an- 
ticipating. In its practice, the A. A. A. 
has developed a method which permits 
annual revision of the lines of travel 
shown on each of these maps, thus defi- 
nitely portraying the road construction 
work, or any improvement for touring, 
in any state or section, during each 
year. 

The needs of this procedure has never 
been better illustrated than in the maps 
for 1915, because of the large amount of 
road improvement throughout the Unit- 
ed States, accomplished by the various 
state and county authorities. This map 
service is particularly inclusive in show- 
ing relative importance and. varying 
values of the automobile routes north, 
south, east and west. Starting with a 
road map of the entire country the list 
ranges through the scale embracing the 
generally accepted geographical divis- 
ions; these are again subdivided into 
smaller areas.

EXPOSED MANIFOLD 

AFFECTS CARBURATION 

“No matter how perfect a carburetor 
may be,” states L. E. Newell, of the 
Newell Motor Car Co., distributor of 
the Haynes Light Six, “if a long ex 
+osed intake manifold is employed be 
»tween the carburetor and the intake 
Valves a‘certain amount of gasoline 
will reach the cylinders in the form of 
tiny globules, instead of-a gaseous state. 
The importance of the location of the 
intake manifold is being indicated more 
clearly as the quantity of the gaso- 
line drops. In the first place, it re- 
quires heat to convert the liquid gaso- 
iine into vapor, the same as heat is 
required to convert water into steam. 

“The modern carburetor is fitted with 

& hot air intake, so that the necessary 
heat is applied at the carburetor, but 
this is not sufficient. Assuming that 
the gasoline is properly vaporized—tnat 
is, cOnverted into a gas—at the car- 
buretor, this gas must come in contact 
with the manifold walls. If these walls 
be exposed to the air they must neces- 
sarily be colder than the hot air drawn 
into the carburetor from around the 
exhaust pipe, The effect is that the 
gasoline will condense on the inner 
surfaces of the manifold the same as 
one’s breath does when blown against 
the cold window pane. The gasoline 
collects in little drops and either runs 
back to the carburetor or is swept along 
into thé cylinders. 
“It Is obvious that the proper mixture 
of air and gasoline vapor cannot be 
niaintained under such conditions by 
any carbureto->. This condensing of the 
gasoline and its effect on the power of 
the motor can be avoided by casting 
the intake manifold entirely within the 
cylinder casting. Of course the exter- 
nal exposed manifold cannot be divided 
unless the en bloc casting is used. 


LEGISLATION AHEAD 
OF THE JITNEY BUS 


As the jitney bus movement swept 
eastward across the country, from 
the Pacific Coast during the last six 
months, it reached the Atlantic sea- 
board in Boston about the end of 
March only to find that it had lost 
the transcontinental race to the flood 
of city ordinances and legislative 
bills that had been running neck and 
neck with it all the way.

There was nothing novel about the 
bill except that it anticipated by 
about three months the arrival of ‘the 
first bus lines that it was intended 
to regulate, ostensibly for the good 
of the public. 

Like.similar bills and proposed or- 
dinances elsewhere, it was so trans- 
parent that the legislators readily 
saw the motive behind it and failed 
to approve it. 

The jitney bus question is likely to 
regulate itself in a short time, in the 
opinion of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, without any 
attention from legislators and city 
councilmen, if given a chance. The 
eagerness with which the public has 
taken to riding in the busses shows 
that they fill a need in local trans- 
portation. Patient citizens long ago 
Srew weary of strap-hanging and 
will not see promised relief snatched 


from them without a protest. 

In the larger cities the bus own- 
ers are forming associations to con- 
trol the operation of the machine and 
afford necessary protection to pas- 
sengers and to other users of the 
streets. Wherever street car service 
is adequate the transportation com- 
panies need not fear competition of 
the motor busses. 

Eventually, the jitney will be suc- 
ceeded by especially built motor 
omnibuses, like those operating in 
the largest European and American 
cities. Their real function will be to 
supplement the street car. service, 
which is inefficient in most large 
cities, and to this end the public will 
demand that their development along 
proper lines be not discouraged.

J.J. Dowling Points Out Many 
Advantages in Having ‘‘El- 
bow Room.” 


ARE FOE TO “HIGH COST” 
Locations Should Be Picked Out 


Earlv—The Kathmar Policy 
and Its Demonstration. 


A comprehensive summary of the rea- 
sons why the city man should own a 
suburban home, and why the home 
should have at least an acre of groun’4 
about it, was given to the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday by John J.-Dowling, formerly 
secretarv..of the St. Louis Real Estate 
Ex:sange, and vice president of the Na- 
ulonal Real Estate Exchanges Associa- 
tion. He has embodied his ideas in the 
planning of Kathmar Acres, where ev- 
ery building lot contains at least one 
acre. 

“The only sure way to outflank high 
cost,’’ said Dowling, ‘Is to hike out into 
the suburbs. If you nave nothing more 
than a rented house in the suburbs 
and are not particularly careful, the 
saving will be very considerable. If 
you own your home, and go in for a 
vegetable garden and a few chickens, 
using intelligent. juagment throughout, 
the saving should amount to at least 
2 per cent a year on your investment. 
Savings banks pay around 4 per cent. 
guaranteed mortgages fetch around 5 
per cent. It’s certainly a good propo- 
sition to earn four or five times as much 
by putting your savings into a home, 

‘In fact, this is the only bona fide 
sure thing in the big return line offered 
to the man of small means. You can’t 
get rich quick by it because the trans- 
action is naturally limited to the indi- 
vidual case, but you can have the riches 
of independence and a splendidly whole- 
some livelihood for a comparative song 
of cost. 

“The time has come when a roof of 
your own, a cellar full of vegetables and 
a pen of fowls are worth more than a 
barrel of stocks for which there is no 
immediate market. 

Seek Location Early. 

‘‘Let the wise homeseeker take the 
tip that he cannot begin scouting too 
early for a location. Leafy trees and 
bushes often hide a lot of vital facts 
eoncerning a neighborhood, You can get 
a better idea now of the lay of the land 
and the relation of houses as well as 
towns and villages, direction and dis- 
tance of railroads and trolleys. It’s 
true, the lack of foliage may cause you 
to do injustice to a place whose present 
bleakness can soon be transformed into 
luxuriant beauty. A little imagination 
will enable you to make deductions and 
pass a fair judgment. After all, the 
winter aspect and situation are import- 
ant to know about. ‘ 

“The idea of the Kathmar Acres de- 
velopment, in acre tracts, came to me 
when I began to study the reason for 
the depreciation of values in residence 
districts Where small lots were sold. 
I observed these subdivisions sold with 
a rush when they were first placed on 
the market, as there were few or no 
buildings on them to obstruct the view 
and shut out the air. First buyers did 
not seem to have the imagination to 
picture them when each small lot con- 
tained a house adjoining one on the 
next lot. 

Why Narrow Lots Depreciate. 

“I noticed t’at in this class of sub- 
divisions when they were 75 per cent 
built up they had reached their limit 
of desirability and values began to de- 
preciate. Prospective buyers saw what 
they would be up against. The crowd- 
ing of houses together ieft no room for 
the development and beautifying of that 
chief attraction of a home—the vur.- 
rcundings. Miserable, narrow and sial- 
low lots left no room for lawns. trees 
and shrubbery, no room for children to 
form that close association with nature 
fo essential to their health and proper 
development. 

“When I acquired the 98 and a frac- 
tion acres comprising Kathmar I re- 
solved that every purchaser of a home 
site in the tract should have a lot 
containing at least an acre, a lot which 
would not depreciate because the neigh- 
bor of the owner spent money to build 
a home beside him, but would gTOW 
more beautiful and more valuable with 
each new home built. 

“I concluded that instead of spending 
a lot of time to educate the buyer to 
the advantages of buying a larze site 
for his home, I would make the price 
of an acre in Kathmar about the same 
as he would have to pay for an ordi- 
nary city lot and that by obtaining this 
much ground he would have a fine sma!) 
country estate on which he could raise 
the larger part of the fruit, vegetables 
aand chickens his family would con- 
sume. 

“Last year we had an acre planted 
with vegetables to demonstrate just 
what a man could raise on an acre in 
Kathmar, and this year we have had a 
landscape architect lay out a plan for 
the development of an acre, showing the 
house, garage, chicken runs, etc., dem- 
onstrating how every foot of it may be 
developed for useful purposes and stil! 
have beautiful lawns and gardens. 

‘“‘We are making liberal terms to buy- 
ers who cannot pay all cash for their 
lots, whereby they can enjoy the health 
and advantages of country life while 
they are paying for their acre in smal! 
periodical payments."’

How the Game Is Played. 

One team starts at the end of the 
arena. and the other directly across 
from ft. In each machine there is the 
driver and beside him the malletman, 
the latter doing the actual playing. 
While the malletman scores the points, 
the driver is a no less important fac- 
tor in the game, as he must keep his 
eyes constantly on the ball and by 
quick maneuvering help his malletman 
in getting a good position from which to 
hit the ball. 

The ball is placed in the center of 
the field. It is somewhat larger than 
an ordinary basket ball. At a signal 
from the referee both machines charge 
at the ball as fast as they can go. The 
first car to reach the ball has the first 
opportunity to drive it toward the op- 
posing goal. Often the drivers misjudge 
in steering and the machines come to- 
gether with a crash. 

The game is played in periods of 10 
minutes each. Five periods constitute 
a game, with short intermissions Each 
goal made counts one point. Fouls are 
penalized a half point. The driver is 
allowed to assist his malletman and the 
ball is always in play. The malletman 
may never strike the baH when not on 
the machine lest he be penalized. 

Time Allowances. 

When a car stops, by reason of a 
broken wheel, an upset or collision, the 
referee notes the time lost in cranking 
or replacing ‘and deducts this from the 
actual playing time. Each period must 
consist of 10 minutes of actual play. 

Many thrilling plays have been made 
during the local engagement. In prac- 
tically every game played thys far one 
or both machines have figured in up- 
sets, and up to last night 2% wheels 
have been broken.

EMPHASIZES NEED 


Love of Peace Not Inconsistent 
With Wise Military Precau-: 
tions, He Asserts. 


NEW YORK, April 10.—Lindley M. 
Garrison, Secretary of War, in a dis- 
cussion of national defense at a ban- 
quet of the Democratic Club of West- 
chester County here tonight, declared 
that no one who suggested that peace 
was to be obtained through feebleness 
should be listened to, and that “abhor- 
rence of war and love of peace are 
thoroughly consistent with wise military 


precautions.”’ 

The problem of what military policy 
the United States should adopt and 
pursue, he said, “is here now for our 
solutions. We have no right.’’ Secre- 
tary Garrison declared, “from any 
standpoint to evade it or avoid it; we 
must realize our respoisibility, fearless- 
ly face the facts, and do those things 
which are wise and proper in the cir- 
cumstances. Forethought and precau- 
tion are distinguishing differences be- 
tween wisdom and folly. 

“This obligation,’’ he continued, “‘does 
not arise solely out of a selfish consid- 
eration of our personal safety; it was 
undertaken in our name by the found- 
ers of the Government, who promised to 
provide for the common defense on be- 
half of themselves and their posterity; 
and therefore, as trustees of those wh? 
are to come after us, we have no right 
to leave them exposed to the hazards 
of the future without having provided 
the safeguards which reason dictates.’’ 

Greater Army Needed. 

The Secretary asserted that the need 
of ‘‘more of a standing army than we 
now have is a fact’ patent to everyone 
who considers the subject,”’ and that 
‘here was imperative need of trained

No 
one who is taken seriously is even sug- 
gesting militarism; and no one who sug- 
gests that peace is to be obtained 
through feebleness should be listened 
to.. The great sober sense of this coun- 
try will surely not let its direction be 
deflected by so unsubstantial an ob- 
stacle. What we are striving for, and 
what every wise, patriotic citizén should 
join in attaining, is a proper military 
policy. * 

“Washington's Bitter experience with 
untrained men and with a nation un- 
prepared for war is well known to all 
of -us, and his reférence thereto are 
too numerous for. citation. .They may 
be summed up, however, in this state- 
ment of his:

HE time will come, and in 4 
less than ten years, when 
the children in the public 
schools will be taught 
practically everything by 

moving pictures. Certainly they will 
never be obliged to read history again. 

Imagine a public library of the 
near future, for instance. There will 
be long rows of boxes or pillars, prop- 
erly classified and indexed, of course. 
At each box a push button and before 
each box a seat. Suppose you wish to 


the vast new moving picture world. His annual 

salary as manager of a film manufacturing com- 
pany ts said to be $100,000, plus a percentage of the prof- 
its. His latest masterpiece, “The Birth of a Nation,” em- 
ploys 18,000 persons and 1500 horses, and cost $500,000. 
It was the first film production for which an admission 
fee of $2 a seat was asked—and given. Seven years ago 
Griffith was an actor out of work, trudging along Broad- 
way in search of a job. He got one with a movie com- 
pany at $15 a week. Four years later his salary with 
the same concern was $1000 a week. 


D AVID W. GRIFFITH is today the biggest figure in 


the public will be willing to pay $5 a 
seat for it. 

If you had asked me a year ago 
where we could get the money I would 
have believed it would be impossible, for 
up to that. time an investment of $50,000 
was considered utterly daring for a piec- 
ture; but the days of little things in the 
pictures are gone by forever. When I 
started in the business only seven years 
ago a producer who spent $500 on a pic- 
ture was considered very extravagant. 
Not today. We spend that much on a 
single scene that runs less than a minute, 


‘“‘read_up’’ on a certain episode — in 
Napoleon’s life. Instead of consult- 
ing all the authorities, wading laboriously through a host of books, and 
ending bewildered, without a clear idea of exactly what did happen 
and confused at every point by conflicting opinions about what did 
happen, you will merely seat yourself at a properly adjusted window, in a 
scientifically prepared room, press the button, and actually see what hap- 
pened. 

There will be no opinions expressed. You will merely be present at 
the making of history. ‘All the work of writing, revising, collating, and re- 
produeing will have been carefully attended to by a corps of recognized 
experts, and you will have received a vivid and complete expression. 

Everything except the three R’s, the arts, and possibly the mental 
sciences can be taught in this way—physiology, chemistry, biology, botany, 
physics, and history in all its branches. — 

It is foolish to think that the moving picture has reached its climax 
of development. We have the moving-picture theater as well built and as 
well run as any other theater; we have the moving-picture show that brings 
$2 a seat; we have the foremost actors and the foremost writers of the 
world working fof us. So people are prone to think we have gone the 
limit and there is nothing more to be done. But I tell you that moving 
pictures are still in their swaddling clothes. — 

But I am not a dreamer in the sense that I see fantastic things unlikely 
of realization. I haven’t dreamed an impossible thing in seven years— 
It makes 


dreams come true. ‘ 

My first prediction is that a moving picture will be made within three 
or four years for which the entrance money will be $5 and $6 a seat. It is 
easy to predict that. They are already paying $5 a seat-—to ticket speculat- 
ors. When I first proposed asking $2 a seat for ‘‘The Birth of a Nation”’ 
not a single man in the theatrical business could be found to say I was mak- 
ing a sound business move. Regular theaters on all sides were cutting 
prices, not advancing them, and 50 cents a seat had always heretofore 
been considered a record price for the best films. 

The public is quick to see values. If they are willing to pay 5 cents 
to see a picture that costs $500 to produce and 50 cents to see a picture 
that costs $50,000 to produce, they are willing to pay $2 to see one that 
eosts half a million to produce. 

And when we can put on a picture that will cost $2,000,000 to produce 
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and then often throw it away because 
it doesn’t fit, or is not just right. | 

The experimental work on a big picture costs thousands of dollars. 
The trying out of new effects to see if they will reproduce is a costly pro- 
cess, and when one has the inventive faculty and is anxious to produce 
new things he is likely to bankrupt his promoters. . 

The regular theater will, of course, always exist, but not, I believe, as 
now. The pictures will utterly eliminate from the regular theater all the 
spectacular features of production. Plays will never again appeal to the 
public for their scenery, or their numbers of actors and supernumeraries. 
Pictures have replaced all that. S 

The only plays that the public will care to see in the regular theater 
will be the intimate, quiet plays that can be staged in one or two settings 
within four walls, and in which the setting is unimportant, while the 
drama will be largely subjective. Objective drama, the so-called melo- 
drama, will be entirely absorbed in the pictures. ) 

The audiences for these old-fashioned theaters will be drawn from old- 
fashioned people who remember the days of old and how plays were pro- 
duced when ‘‘I was a boy.’’ The new generation will be wedded to the 


movies. You won’t be able to satisfy them with anything else. 


The bane of the drama is verbosity, but we can’t produce any picture 
without some words. In one of my pictures we throw on the screen over 
7000 words, in which there are at least four pages from Woodrow Wilson’s 
history of the United States. That is more words than are used in the 
average short story. 

We are coming to pay more and more attention te the words wé use on 
the screen. The art of writing for the pictures is developing almost as 
rapidly as the art of acting for them. And the great rewards to be gained 
there by a writer will be a powerful incentive for him to tell his story 
more crisply, more intelligenty, more alluringly, than he evas sould, even 
in the best spoken drama. 

That, I believe, is the chief reason that the American nublic is so hun- 
gry for motion pictures and so loyal to a good one when it comes along. 
They have the good old Missouri faculty of wanting to be ‘‘eho=u"’ things.

AN’S innate ingenuity in seeking ever 
new and more hair-raising methods of 
risking his life is again exemplified in 
his latest and probably most hazardous 
invention—the employment of the 
aeroplane in warfare. Tales of the 
prowess of the world’s first race of 

aerial heroes have been legion since the beginning of 
the war. From these are culled several of the most 
thrilling and affecting. They will undoubtedly prove 
documents of historical importance when some future 
Macaulay writes the annals of the conquest of the air. 

For instance, an English officer writes of a predica- 
ment in which he found himself while making a -recon- 
noissance near Bruges. His engines suddenly stopped 
working, because of sooted plugs, he discovered, The 
cnly thing possible to do was to descend and clean 
them, although he was above the enemy’s position. He 
began circling down, making for a plain as far from the 
German troops as possible. 

Down they went with a bump, and before the machine 
had stopped running over the ground the mechanician 
had jumped out and was working at the, plugs with a 
spanner. 

Some distance away they could see German troopers 
charging down upon them, and the officer made ready 
an arrangement for setting fire to the aeroplane in case 
they were unable to get away. 

When the Germans were only 200 yards away, the 
last plug was fixed. The officer sprang into his seat, 
while the mechanic frantically whirled the propeller 
about. 

“Suddenly, with a roar of the engine,” concludes the 
officer, “and in a regular hailstorm of bullets from the 
advancing enemy, and with the mechanic hanging on 
like grim death, we were off, right at the heads of the 
enemy. I'll bet there wasn’t 10 feet to spare as we 
cleared their helmets and buzzed off for home; jolly 
glad to get there, too.” 

One of the most moving and dramatic incidents of 
the war, reports a Reuter’s correspondent, was, as might 
be expected, an episode of aerial warfare which occurred 
when the fighting in Flanders was at its height. A 
French Lieutenant-Observer, with a Sergeant as pilot, 
was ordered to locate a German concealed battery, the 
fire of which had become extremely troublesome and 
had inflicted considerable damage. The pilot, relating 
the story of the exploit, says: 

“When we arrived above the German lines we were 
greeted by a perfect storm of shell fire. We rose higher 
in the direction of the village of——, where we saw 
not one, but three batteries. “There they are, the devils!’ 
said the Lieutenant, shaking his fist at them. Then, 
turning towards me, he shouted, ‘Our mission is fin- 
ished; half-turn and quick about it.’ 

“Tl was not long in turning. But we had scarcely gone 
500 yards when a rain of shot and shell began harder 
than ever. The smoke enshrouded us so thickly that 
it was impossible to see 20 yards ahead. Out of this 
inferno we were endeavoring to rise, when one shell 
better directed than the others burst just above our 
heads with a terrific crash. 

“Ror a. moment I believed my brain had burst. At 
the same time I experienced a sickening sensation. Then 
the dense fog shut all the surrounding objects from 
view. Despite my pain I kept the machine at the same 
height, in order to avoid projectiles which were becom- 
ing scarcer. ‘Are you all right, mon Lieutenant? I 
shouted; but I received no reply. Believing that he 
had not heard, I repeated the question, this time open- 
ing my eyes; but, not only did I receive no reply, but 
gaw nothing but blackness all around me. 

“1 was alone in space, 6000 feet above the earth. I 
was afraid. For the last time I commended my soul 
to God. Nevertheless, hearing the enemy’s batteries be- 
low, I had but one thought—to return, cost what it 
might, and bring to the officers the eagerly-awaited in- 
formation. Guided by noises below I turned in the 
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Dying French officer directs pilot,

direction in which I hoped to meet comrades. 

“I continued in this direction approximately for two 
minutes, when to my astonishment the Lieutenant 
called out, ‘Look out, man! Go up; go up!’ Quickly I 
twisted, raising the plane so quickly that the machine 
shot up, at the same time tearing away the weather 
vane from a steeple on which the machine had just 
escaped destruction. 

“*Thank you, mon Lieutenant,’ I said ‘You must 
excuse me, but I cannot see. But you are wounded.’ 
‘Yes,’ he answered. ‘I fear seriously.’ 

“Then, seeing I was turning my back on our lines, 
he said, ‘Make a half turn to the left. More to the left 
still. That’s right. Straight ahead now.’ 

“Soon a fresh hail of bullets warned me that we were 
again above the German lines. Three minutes later 
the voice of the observer called, ‘That’s it. Here we are. 
I see our men down there waiting for us. Shut off the 
spark and volplane gently down.’ 

“I heard no more, but soon after, at the end of a 
spiral, our landing wheels grated on the ground” 

There was a murmur among the bystanders, who were 
looking at the-young pilot, deprived of his sight forever, 
bw the lifeless body of the Lieutenant, who had just 
reathed his last; and they groaned.in pity. But the 
pilot, turning his pale face and sightless eyeballs to- 
wards them, said, with a resigned gesture: “All I re- 
gret is that I cannot de it again.” 

Mrs. Knocker, an English woman, who, with Lady 
Dorothy Fielding, has received the O.der of Leopold 
from King Albert of Belgium in recognition of their 
services in nursing the wounded, wrote from the front 
to a friend: 

“Yesterday I had a wonderful view of one of the most 
interesting sights I have seen since the war began, viz., 
an aeroplane fight. It was a gorgeous day, brilliant sun- 
light, just the day for flights. All day long since the 
early morning we had had aeroplanes buzzing overhead, 
some high and some low, and suddenly we heard great 
shouts from the troops and realized that something 
really exciting was happening, so we rushed out and saw 
against the lovely blue sky two aeroplanes—a German 
and an Ally. They seemed at that moment almost locked 
in mid-air, circling round and round in the most curious 
fashion and yet both looking so harmless and lovely 
against the sunny sky. The flights were wonderful 
and they were both first-class aeronauts. 

“Suddenly the Ally seemed to make a bound upwards, 
or it may have been that the German descended sud- 
denly, because all at once there was a distance of several 
yards between them, and the Ally did a wonderful climb 
higher and higher above the German and the German 
came towards us. The Belgian turned and followed the 
German. I do not know air distances, but it looked 


as if the Belgian was about 200 yards higher up, and he 
evidently had a much faster machine. He soon gained 
on the German, and then, to our surprise, he seemed just- 
to let himself go and swept down at a marvelous angle 
and a terrific pace right on to the German. Evidently 
his object was to break a wing with his ground wheels, 
but, unluckily, he just missed the German, it looked to 
us, by inches. 

“I longed for a good pair of glasses, but it was easy 
to see all this with the naked eye. The Belgian had got 
so much pace on that I thought for an instant he had 
been hurt, as he seemed to slip through the air at that 
awful angle until he nearly touched the ground, but sud- 
denly he righted himself and planed along. The Ger- 
man evidently realized his chance had come and he had 
better shift, so he turned his propeller towards the Ger- 
man lines and scuttled for home, and the Belgian had not 
time to catch up with him.” 

Some extremely curious stories of hairbreadth escapes 
in the sky are related by C. G. Grey, editor of “Aero- 
plane,” as having been teld him by participants or eye- 
witnesses, 

A particularly plucky performance, he says, was put 
up in one raid, by an officer, who has since won well- 
merited reward. In the course of his outward journey 
he was hit in the thigh by a bullet, and almost at the 
Same moment another bullet ripped his leather coat up 
the back. The next minute another hit the radiator 
of his engine, which proceeded to give him an unwelcome/ 
hot bath. 

Fortunately, the hole in the radiator was not low 
enough to let all the water out, so he was able to 
carry on and finish his job apparently with quite good 
results. When he came back more than an hour after- 
wards he was almost exhausted from loss of blood, but 
as cheerful as ever, and he rather resented being sent 
into hospital. 

In one of the raids it appears that the Germans had 
made great preparations with anti-aircraft guns to de- 
fend certain important positions against attacks by avi- 
ators. Certainly when the bomb-droppers appeared they 
got a very much warmer reception than even the most 
experienced of them expected. One pilot, who had done 
exceedingly well in other raids, and who knew what 
flying over shell fire was like, said that@he sky was 
“simply full of shrapnel.” 

This remark of his recalls a description given recently 
by another pilot, who had rather an unusual experi- 
ence. 

By some stroke of luck he happened to have hit the 
precise height above the ground whieh represented the 
extreme vertical range of the German rifle ammunition, 
and, of course, at that height, it means that the bullet« 
come to a dead stop in the air for a moment before they 
start falling again, and for the last thirty or forty feet 
of their upward journey they are traveling quite slowly. 

He was flying against the wind, so that his speed over 
the ground was very slow, and he therefore presented an 
almost stationary target to the soldiers below, who cer- 
tainly were getting very much nearer to him than was at 
all pleasant; but the thing that interested him most 
was that, as it was a bright sunny day, the bullets ag 
they came up glittered in the sunlight, and, as he pug 
it, “it looked exactly as if it were raining upwards.” 

Incidentally, this was not the same pilot who told the 
story some time ago of seeing a little black thing hum- 
ming like a bee just alongside of him in the air, and 
who alleged that he put out his hand and caught it, and 
found it was a bullet which had just reached the top of 
its trajectory as he came along. 

Another pilot, after climbing steadily for an hour an@ 
a half, and still finding that he could not reach the 
safety limit, fell in with a friendly cloud traveling in 
the direction he wanted to go. In ordinary times an 
aviator hates clouds, because they not only hide the 
ground, but make it almost impossible to tell, except by 
a sense of balance, whether one is right side up or not. 

This particular cloud, however, did not hapven to be

them at some obscure street corner. 


But there was nothing in this to appeal to the theatricality of Booth's 


nature. He wanted the thing done with all the accessories. It must be in a public place, in the presence of 
hundreds of witnesses. What was mere practicability to the sensation of performing an epochal event with the 
multitude looking on? He swore at his advisers—even threatened to shoot one of them—and finally had his way. 
A night in February was selected. On the evening of Wednesday, the eighteenth, it was rumored that the 
President, Secretary of State and Gen. Grant would attend a performance of “Jack Cade” at Ford's 
Theater. Booth assembled his forces, aggregating about 50 men. Everything was in readiness, even 

to post horses and ferry arrangements. But the night proved to be a stormy one. The President 


did not attend the theater. 


Grant departed from Washington soon afterwards. The conspirators 


scattered. Before the broken threads could be knitted together again, Appomattox had made 
the attempt worthless. 
Only a few of his henchmen, and they for the most part unreliable and irresponsible men, 
remained faithful to their leader. The saner-minded of them had come to the conclusion 
that the war was over and nothing was to be done about it. Not so Booth. His over 
powering lust for notoriety had not been satiated. He had dreamed of being the 

hero of the war and the war was over with him as unnoted as before. 
It is probable that his first temptation to play the assassin’s role—to him it 
was the role of a Brutus—came at Lincoln’s second inauguration. In the 
midst of the President’s inaugural address, he became infuriated at 
some remark and turned to his most ardent proselyte, a youth named 
Payne, with the request that Payne shoot Lincoln then and there. 
The latter protested that the risk was too great and the two 
went away, to talk over their fancied grievances in private. 


From that moment the obsession that he was a Brutus, 
destined for the high service of ridding his country of 

a tyrant, grew upon the actor. It was not enough for 

him that he must remove the President. The Vice 


ABRAHAM LINCOLN

HEN the clock 
hands point 
to 20 min- 
utes after 
10, next 
Wednesday 
night, they 

will mark the semi-centennial 
of the assassination of the 
greatest American historical 
figure since Washington— 
Abraham Lincoln. Relatively 
few Post-Dispatch readers can 
recall the dramatic incidents of 
that hour when, for the first 
time, a President of the United 
States paid tribute to the mur. 
derous madness which had laid 
many a foreign potentate low. 
For the information of those 
whose knowledge of the trage- 
dy is scant, the story is here 
recapitulated by way of mark- 
ing the fiftieth anniversary. 

When the Emancipator was 
shot as he sat in a box at 
Ford's Theater, and for a long 
time afterwards, the belief spread through the North that it was a political crime 
hatched by supporters of the newly shattered Confederacy. Lincoln’s name at that 
time undoubtedly was execrated throughout the South. Yet history has conclusively 
proved that the murder was not the result of a political conspiracy, but of a plot 
hatched in the half-crazed mind of its principal person, the actor John Wilkes Booth. 
And although there is standing today in an Alabama town a monument to the slayer, 
hosts of representative Southern men today believe and preach that Lincoln was the 
sincerest friend the South had in the North when the Civil War was over. 

John Wilkes Booth was the youngest son of Junius Brutus Booth, the illustrious 
stage contemporary of Barrett and Kean, whose declining days were overcast with 
the shadows @ insanity. The youth followed the family traditions and, although 
at the time of the tragedy he was not more than 25 years old, had no small fame as 
an actor. When the war came, he became a very violent Southern sympathizer, although 
ke did not forsake his career to enlist as a soldier. 

When, after two years of triumph on the battlefield; the fortunes of the Confederacy 
began to wane, Booth gave way to bitter, regretful moods. His discontent reached its 
climax when Gen. Grant, pursuing his new policy of “attrition,” announced that 
there would be no further exchanges of prisoners. “If we liberate all prisoners,” 
he declared, “we'll have to fight until the South fis exterminated.” The Confederacy 
needed soldiers and more than 23,000 of its men were languishing in Northern 
prisons. The North could spare its boys at Libby, Andersonville and Belle Isle, but 
the South could not spare its 23,000 missing. 

Booth had long wished to do something stagy, heroic, desperate, to aid his favored 
party. He brooded long over the matter until finally he got the inspiration that 
if he could deliver the President of the United States, the Secretary of War and the 
Commander in Chief of the Union armies into the hands of the Confederates, he 
would not only win deathless fame, but he would also make it possible to ransom 
every Southern soldier in a Federal prison. Accordingly he began laying the ground 
work of a plot to kidnap them. 

He visited a Confederate Junta in Canada and submitted his project. He was told 
that it was wild and impracticable and that the Confederate Government could have 
nothing to do with it, although he was assured that, if he could carry it out, the 
prisoners would be gratefully received. After turning all his available money into 
English bank exchange, he went to Washington, stopping at New York on the way 
to keep a stage engagement with his brother, Edwin. 

The re-election of Lincoln to the presidency fanned Booth’s resentment. Although in 
outline the purposed kidnaping was one of the craziest schemes it is possible to 
imagine, he went about his plans with the most meticulous care. Gradually he 
' grouped about him men fitted to his purpose and ready to take part in it. He 
studied the routes of flight, planted relay stations of horses and even bought horses 
for himself and his leading associates. 

As the time drew near for the execution of the project, Booth’s arch-conspirators 
opposed his plans for a public attack. He wished the climax to take place at a 
theater when half Washington was there, but they tried to insist that it would be 
better to wait until the intended victims were in a carriage together and to assault 
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President and the Secretary of State all must 
be destroyed at one moment, leaving the Govern- 
ment helpless and without competent leadership. 
He won over to his views a youth named Herold, 
Payne and a foreigner named Atzerodt, a man of 
powerful physique and great bravado who, the 
sequel showed, was at heart a coward. 

On the morning of April 14 Booth learned that a 
messenger from the White House had engaged -.a 
box for the President at Ford’s Theater for that 
evening’s performance of “Our American Cousin,” 
in which Laura Keene was starring, assisted by 
Joseph Jefferson and the elder Sothern. Immedi- 
ately he decided that the hour had struck. Pre- 
viously he had examined the private box, usually 
reserved for the President, and made sure of the 
entrance and the exits from the stage. 

To Herold and Payne were assigned the task 
of slaying Secretary of State Seward and to Atz- 
erodt the murder of Vice-President Johnson. Booth 
reserved for himself the major role, that of killing 
Abraham Lincoln within full view of a multitude. 

He went about his arrangements calmly. First 
he wrote a letter to a Washington newspaper, out- 
lining his reasons for the crime, and gave it to a 
friend, with instructions that it was to be delivered 
in the morning. He stationed a horse, saddled 
and bridled, at the stage exit, in charge of a boy. 
At 10 o’clock he went into the theater and, as he - 
was well known, had no difficulty in getting into 
the box adjcining that of the President. Once 
inside, he barricaded the door and stood for a 
minute, looking at the audience. 

Lincoln was seated in one corner of his box, with 
Mrs. Lincoln at his side and Maj. Rathbone and Miss 
Harris, stepson and daughter of Senator Ira Harris 
of New York, sharing the compartment. The Presi- 
dent was absorbed in the progress of the drama, 
where Harry Hawk, an actor, was speaking his 
part alone on the stage. Laura Keene was waiting 
her cue to come on. Jefferson, Sothern and the 
other actors were back of the scene. 

Booth pulled a derringer out of his pocket. “Sic 
semper!” he shouted and pulled the trigger. Lin- 


coln fell forward, mortally wounded and unconscious. The actor leaped to the 


stage, 12 feet below, as a thi. circle of smoke writhed out of the box. His spur 


eaucht in a flag with which the box was draped, and he fell heavily, breaking 


a bone in his left leg. “Sic sem- 
per tyrannis!” (So always to ty- 
rants!) he shouted again, as he 
fell heavily. Before a hand could 
be reached to restrain him, he 
dashed across the stage, through 
the passageway, knocked down 
the boy holding his horse, leaped 
upen the animal and raced away, 
while cries of “Hang him! Shoot 
him! Burn the theater!” rever- 
berated behind him. 


Lincoln never regained con- 
sciousness, and died the next 
morning. 

In the meantime, Herold and 
Payne had gone to the house 
where Secretary Seward was in 
bed with a broken arm and 
broken jaw as the results of a fall 
from his horse. Herold waited 
outside while Payne went in with 
the pretense that he was a mes- 
senger sent for some money. 
Pushing by servants, he made his 
way to Seward’s chamber, where 
he was stopped by the Secretary’s 
eldest son. He knocked the young 
man down with his _ revolver, 
when it failed to fire, and struck 
down a soldier nurse with his 
knife. He stabbed Seward three 
times about the face and neck 
until the nurse seized him behind 
and the wounded man rolled off 
the opposite side of the bed. After 
a fierce struggle, he broke away 
from the nurse and Seward’s 
younger son, ran out of the house,

That Johnson escaped assassination was due to the cowardice of se : 7, catch sight of the invisible foe. He caught up an old table as if to 


Atzerodt. This worthy went to the hotel where the Vice-President 
was staying, but his heart failed him. Instead of filling his part 
of the agreement, he drank in the hotel bar until he became intoxi- 
cated and then went away. In the meantime friends who had 
witnessed the assassination ef Lincoln arrived at Johnson’s house 
and, soon after, a squad of soldiers surrounded the hotel. — 

The hours that followed saw not onjv the city of Washington but 


the whole country in a state of panic. _ 


Secretary of War Stanton, perhaps { 
the least qualified man to handle 
such a situation, took complete 
charge and a regime of martial law 
was inaugurated. The wildest tur- 
mqgil ensued. Rumors of a wide 
spread Confederate plot of assassina- 
tion and terrorism were everywhere 
believed. Guards were placed around 
the residences of all important Gov- 
ernment officials and the city was 
declared in a state of siege. By 
Stanton’s order Ford’s Theater was 
destroyed. City police, constabulary 
and officers of the army were requi- 
sitioned. Wholesale arrests were 
made everywhere... A “broadside” later 
was issued, offering $100,000 for the 
arrest of the President’s murderer. 


The real identity of the assassins was established through the 
It was not, 
- however, until Lafayette C. Baker, chief of the National Detective 
Police, took charge that real progress was made towards finding 
Booth. Atzerodt’s trail was not difficult and Payne was arrested 
when he appeared, disguised as a laborer, at the home of a friend

Booth’s escape probably would have been certain, because of the 
time he had, if it had not been for the broken leg. He lost his 
way en route to the Potomac and had to be guided out of some 
marshes by a negro who remembered him afterwards because 
of his injury. 'Then he had to visit a doctor who treated the 
fracture, upon Booth’s explanation that he had fallen from his 
horse. Herold, who had fled at the turmoil when Seward was 
attacked, had joined him and was his companion on his journeys. 


The two of them wandered along the Potomac, cross- 
ing first to the Maryland and then to the Virginia side, 
until they encountered three ex-Confederate soldiers, 
Jett. Ruggles and Bainbridge, with whom they remained 
several days, seeking shelter in isolated farm houses 
and in forests. Once they hid in a copse and watched 
a patrol of cavalrymen, hot on their trail, ride by them. 
Whenever he was able, Booth made entries in his diary 
about his memorable flight. The diary came

“A pistol shot breaks the smeky 
air. The actor, with an upward 
spring, falls upon his back. Baker 
is upon him in an instant, twists 
out of his clenched hand the re 
volver, the carbine having fallen 
between his legs.” 


Atzerodt, Herold, Payne and 
Mrs. Mary E. Surratt, mother of 
one of the conspirators and the 
vyoman at whose home Payne wag 
arrested, were hanged for their 


share in the conspiracy, by sentence of a military tribunal. The 
sentence of this woman and its execution gave rise to a grav 
national scandal, in which it was openly charged that the tribunal 
was biased and condemned her to death on evidence that would 
not have convicted anybody in a civil court. Dr. Mudd, who set 
Booth’s leg, and three men, Arnold, O'Loughlin and Spangler, 
charged with complicity in the kidnaping plot, also were con- 
vieted and sentenced to imprisonment, Spangler for six years and 
the others for life. Afterwards they were pardoned. The tria’ 
undoubtedly was a summary one, to which the general public 
was not admitted. 


John H. Surratt, who was named in the Secretary of War's 
broadside offering a $!00,000 reward, escaped to Canada. After- 
wards he wrs arrested and tried, but the jury disagreed. 

The curious monument erected in Booth’s memory was put up 


by the direction of = man named Pink Parker at Ala- 
bama, who provided in his will that if it should be 
destroyed it should be replaced by a larger one and 
that a still larger should replace any of its successors 
that may be razed. It describes Booth as the man who 

killed “Old Abe Lincoln.” 
The belief that Jefferson Davis and his supporters 
in the lately deceased Confederate Government were 
invoived in the conspiracy was, at first, wide- 


to light afterwards in the impeachment pro- 
ceedings against President Johnson. They 
obtained food here and there upon Booth’s plea 
that he was a wounded Confederate soldier, 
going home from the war. 

Booth and Herold were run to earth in a 
tobacco barn on a plantation owned by a man 
named Garrett, where they had taken refuge 
April 24; Jett had been captured by cavalry- 
men and, at the point of a pistol, was forced 
to reveal the hiding place. Garrett refused 
to tell where the men were hid, but a son 
confessed when the troopers had put a noose 
about the father’s neck and threatened to 
hang him. The soldiers formed a circle about 
the warehouse. 

The building was about 60 feet square and 
contained little beside some forage, includ- 
ing a quantity of hay and straw. Lieut 
Baker called upon the men to surrender. 
Booth Seaded with him to “give a lame man 
a chance,” and offered to fight the whole 
command The officer refused with the 
statement that, if he did not surrender, he 
would set the barn afire. Herold surren- 
dered, but Booth refused to come out, so the 
barn was set afire. The following graphic 
description of what ensued is from “The 
Assassination of Abraham Lincoin,” by David 
Miller Dewitt (Macmillan): 

“As the flames lit up the lofty interior, ¢ 
Baker caught sight of the trapped tragedian, * 
just as he was about to make his final exit. 
Just risen trom his bed of straw, with a crutch 
under his left arm and the carbine in his left 
hand, Booth was in the act of starting towards 
the fire, peering through the interspaces to

spread throughout the North. Indeed, the 
military tribunal announced that it believed 
Davis was the prime instigator of the assassi- 
nation. He was heavily ironed and confined 
in Fort Monroe. 


The Bureau of Military Justice started out 
with spirit to prosecute the ex-Confederates. 
Witnesses babbled of documentary evidence, 
but the Bureau realized that in a tria: of 
the importance of that intended, the prosecu- 
tion would have to present conclusive proof. 
A Canadian offered to sell eight “inerim- 
inating” letters for $20,000, but a messenger 
sent to open negotiations returned with the 
report that the letters were fabulous. As a 
matter of fact, the belief in Davis’ guilt 
gradually diminished and the whole thing 
finally petered out. 


President Johnson was among the first 
to become lukewarm in the effort to fasten 
the crime upon the leaders of the Confed 
eracy. This was urged against him after. 
wards in the impeachment proceedings when, 
for the first time, Booth’s diary saw the 
light of day. Some of Johnson's enemtes 
even believed in fabricated evidence that he 
had corresponded with Booth before the 
assassination. The President was sneeringly 
referred to in the halls of Congress as “the 
man who came into the presidency through 
the door of assassination.” It was even said 
that Booth, in his flight, had boasted that 
he had made Andy Johnson President and 
that Johnson would hang high as Haman 


worthless as evidence, although an attempt 
was made to show that it had been mutilated.

“Of course, the dogs of 
war weren't a complete 
pack without a yelp from 
the San Augustine Rifles, 
Company D, of the Four- 
teenth Texas Regiment. 
Our company was among 
tre first to land in Cuba 
and strike terror into the 
hearts of the foe. I’m not going to give you a history 
of the war; I’m just dragging it in to fill out my story 
about Willie Robbins, just as the Republican party 
dragged it in to help out the elections in 1898. 


“If anybody ever had heroitis, it was that Willie Rob- 
bins. From the minute he set foot on the soil of the 
tyrants of Castile he seemed to engulf danger as a cat 
laps up cream. He certainly astonished every man in 
our company from the Captain up. You’d have expect- 
ed him to gravitate naturally to the job of an orderly to 
the Colonel, or typewriter in the commissary—but not 
any.

And he didn’t seem to be afraid of any of the recognized 
forms of military danger, such as Spaniards, cannon 
balls, canned beef, gunpowder or nepotism. He went 
forth with his pallid hair and china-blue eyes and ate 
up Spaniards like you would sardines a la canopy. Wars 
and rumbles of wars never flustered him. He would 
stand guard duty, mosquitoes, hardtack, treat and fire 
with equally perfect ananimity.

F course, I know its perfectly foolish for me to be doing this. I 


never open my mouth about myself that I don’t put my foot in it,’ 


‘ afid when it comes to telling the readers of the Post-Dispatch 
about the trouble my looks have caused me—well, I can see al- 
ready where I’ll get off. 
People who know of me and don’t like me will say: “Paul 
Swan has got to talking about himself again. But then, the poor 
blighter always contrives to be amusin’, without meaning to.” 


And people who never heard of me will ask: ‘What kind of a freak is this - 


chap, anyway, talking about his fatal curse of beauty?” Nevertheless I’m 
going to talk. 

I’m used to being considered a freak—a Willy-boy, anything of the sort you 
like. Have you heard the latest yarn that’s been going the rounds with me for 
a hero? Here it is: “Paul Swan is going to the dogs. I saw him Staggering 
out of a candy shop yesterday.” 

That’s typical of the sort of thing a lot of people like to think about me, 
and say about me. I’m just plain freak. : 

And why? All because of the way I - 
look. Do you suppose if I had a head 
like a tack, or a tack hammer, or a 
horse, and a body like a clothes rack, 
or a hogshead, they’d be bothering to 
pass that sort of remark about me? 
No. They’d be saying that, considering 
all his handicaps, that fellow Swan had 
fone pretty well. 

‘Let me tell $ou a little about 
myself. I know I’m going to talk too 
much, as usual. But never mind. Here 
goes for the story of my life. Barely 
12 years ago I was a boy on a farm— 
just a plain boy on a plain Nebraska 
farm. I learned to work hard and play 
hard—handle a spadesand hoe and ax, 
hold a plow, ride a horse, and run and 
swim and wrestle. I’d have been a 
good farmer, if I’d stuck at it. But I 
wanted something more out of life than 
the farm had to give me. It wasn’t 
that I wanted to get away from the 
hard work. I like work, and I’ve seen 
more hard work this way than I’d have 
got if I’d stayed on the farm. 

_ But there were some things in me 
that the farm couldn’t seem to satisfy. 
So I left home, just a kid—ran away, 
if you like, and got to a town where 
there was a high school. Before I fin- 
ished school, I knew what I wanted to 
do, I wanted to study art. I wanted 
to be an artist. The nearest art school 
was the Armour Institute in Chicago. 
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PAUL SWAN. 


I went there, on a freight, and I landed in the stockyards with $20 in my pocket 
to pay for an art education. When I applied for admission to Armour they 
weren't very optimistic. “How are you going to live while wou’re studying?” 
they asked me. “Just you let me in,” I said, “and I'll look out for the living 
end of it.” And I did. It wasn’t wholly easy. I waited on tables, and washed 
dishes, and did a lot of other thimgs I don’t apologize for or brag about, but I 
finished my course at Armour. Then I came to New York. 

I didn’t come in a Pullman, and my first night’s lodging in this city was 
a@ warmish grating pretty well down on Broadway. That’s how prosperous I 
was. When I see men standing in a bread line, I know how they feel, by per- 
sonal experience. And once in a while I go down and have a look at that 
grating. It’s still there, though seven years have rolled over its head since then. 

I wasn’t dissipating very much on ice cream sodas and sundaes in those 
days. Being without money and without friends and without a job in New 
York is no joke, take it from me if you’ve never tried it. But I kept plugging 
and eventually I got some friends and enough money to take me to Greece. I 
wanted to study some more there. 

So I went to Athens, and in Athens I had a wonderful experience. It was 
so wonderful I hardly know how to tell about it. I stepped ashore a stranger, 
a boy from Nebraska, which nobody in all Greece had ever heard of, and inside 
a week everybody who was anybody in Athens had been round to see me. I 
used to have to hold levees in my hotel every day, like a king, they swarmed 
so to see me—painters and sculptors and poets and editors and critics and 
society folk. It was somewhat of a change for me. 

Why did they come? That is the joke. They came beeuhen of the way I 
looked.. In New York I’m a freak because of that, but in Athens I was a 
sensation. They painted me. They modeled me. They wrote about me. Poets 
compared me to the Hermes of Praxiteles, and averred I must be a reincarnation 
of Mercury! Critics talked about me as if I were an inanimate antique. It was 
there the phrase was born that I’m beginning to think may cause me to commit 
manslaughter some day. They called me the most beautiful man on earth. 

Later they got to like me, as well as my looks. They found I could paint. 
They found I could sculp. They found I had some ideas about Greek art that 
they thought original and significant enough to publish in their principal

OW is it?” I asked a French ecclesiastic, “that French 
priests are fighting in the war, though their profession for- 
bids them to take human life?” 

“Why,” he said, “Christianity makes no such prohibi- 
tion. While Christianity tells us not to take human life, 
it does not forbid us to defend lives. A man who is attacked 
by a highwayman with a revolver is justified in shooting 
the highwayman in self defense.” 

The reply holds good in France, with the result that there are at the 
present moment 20,000 French priests practically in the fighting line, either 
as combatants or as noncombatants, and the splendid story of the war shows 
that they have proved themselves to be among the bravest of the brave. 

Here is an instance. During the retreat to the Marne a Sergeant-Priest 
and two men were holding a trench on which a veritable hail of rifle and 
machine-gun bullets was being poured... The Sergeant ordered the two privates 
to quit the trench and join him in attacking the enemy with the bayonet. The 
men refused, saying that to do so would be suicide. Thereupon the priest 
jumped from the trench to give.them a lead, and in a minute had five bullets 
in him, one within an inch of the apex of the heart.. He fell, of course, but 
was dragged back into the trench. He and his companions were afterwards 
rescued, and the Sergeant-Priest is still alive. yi MEE 

A Protestant wrote recently in the “Journal de Geneve:” , z=: 

“The psychological historian who will later analyze the deep causes of the 
unexpected resistance France offered to the invader in 1914 must note, among 
other new factors of first importance, a lively revival of religious sentiment. 
And one of the elements of this re-awakening is the presence, so numerous, and 
the bravery, often so heroic, of priests with the colors. This, of course, is in 
addition to those priests who have been shot in the performance of their priestly 
duty and who fell as martyrs in their blood-stained robes.”

As soon after mobilization was decreed as was humanly possible steamers 
began disembarking at the ports of Havre, Saint-Nazaire, Bordeaux and Mar- 
seilles ecclesiastics returning from the United States, from South America, 
from China and Japan, from Canada and India. Reports tell how members of 
all orders—Jesuits, Dominicans, Franciscans, Trappists, Eudistes—actually wept 
with joy as they landed once again on their native soil. 

The priests at the front or in the depots of reserve include all ranks of 
the hierarchy. Among them are four bishops: Moseigneur Ruch, co-adjuter to 
the Bishop of Nancy and at the head of noncombatant priests (aumoniers) ; 
Monseigneur Terrien, apostolic vicar of Benin, mobilized at Dakkar; Monseigneur 


Perros, apostolic vicar of 
Siam, now  sub-lieutenant 
of infantry; and Monseig- 
neur Moury, apostolic vicar 
of the Ivory Coast. 


Of the three classes of 
priests at the front—com- 
batants, priests exercising 
only their sacred functions, 
and those acting as -stretch- 
er-bearers (brancardiers)— 
the first, the combatants,. 
have displayed astonishing, 
and it may be added, unex- 
pected, bravery throughout 
the campaign hitherto; and 
no list of those who fell on 
the field of honor, or have 
been mentioned in the army 
“Orders of the. Day,” has 
been published without 
showing the names of one 
or more ecclesiastics. On 
Sept. 15, that is to say, 
after only five weeks of 
war, no less than 219 priests 
were proposed for the 
Legion of Honor, while 
more than double’ the num- 
ber were proposed for the 
coveted “military medal” 
or were honorably men- 
tioned in the Orders of the 
Day. 

It is noteworthy that al- 
most two-thirds ef the 
priests exercising their holy 
office at the front have been 
decorated or mentioned in 
orders; and in nearly all 
cases for’ the same sort of 
courage. Take the case of 
the Abbe Regent, military

Abbe de Chabrol, priest 
to the Thirteenth Corps, is the son of 
Count de Chabrol, a lead mg French 
aristocrat and former member of the 
National Assembly which founded the 
present French Republic. He was cited 
for “courage and coolness in bringing 
in wounded under artillery and infan- 
try fire.” 


Finally may~ be mentioned Pere de 


Ganay, a Jesuit priest, decorated for 
“fine conduct” at Langemarck on Oct. 
21 by “recovering wounded under in- 
tense artillery fire and getting all his 
charges safely out of the village.” .Two 
of this priest’s brothers have died on 
the field of honor. 

So much for the priests acting in 
their proper sacred character. If one 
turns to the class actually fighting like 
ordinary soldiers, the loss of life ap- 


pears enormous. The little weekly pa- 


per, “God and Country,” founded since 
the war began and devoted almost ex- 
clusively to recording the heroism of 
the French clergy in the war, gives in 


a single issue the names of 89 com- 


batant priests “killed in action” or, as 
the French phrase is, “slain before the 
enemy;” and these only represent deaths 
among priests from the dioceses of 
Marseilles, Orleans, Lyons and Basan- 
con; that is, four dioceses out of 86. 
Of 500 French Jesuits only about 100 
were mobilized, yet out of this number 
22 had fallen on the field of honor by 
the beginning of December.

In the summer of 1898, says the Count- 
ess, the Empress suddenly went abroad 
and extorted as the price of her return 
to Vienna that her daughter should be 
presented to the court as an Archduchess 
of Austria. Franz-Joseph was won over

erwards the young girl spoke to her foster 
mother, Mrs. Kaiser, of her wish to re- 
veal herself to her relatives at the court and to embrace 
her father, the Emperor, whom she had never met. 

“You are a fool!’’ she says Mrs. Kaiser exclaimed 
angrily. “Go, then, and make a scandal. They will 
soon know how to shut your mouth. They will put you 
into an asylum or a convent.” 

The girl recurred to the subject a few days later, and 
Mrs. Kaiser, out of patience, cried out: 

“T will tell you the truth bluntly. You are old enough 
to understand now, and perhays I shall have some peace 
when you have heard what I have to say. 

“You know very well that your mother and the Em- 
peror never agreed. Is it any wonder, then, that they 
went separate ways, and, as far as possible, found con- 
solation elsewhere?

You are 
to be my revenge for all the wrongs they have inflicted 
on me. I wanted you entirely for my own, not with a 
selfish mother’s love, but that I might preserve you 
from the useless and dangerous life of courts.” 

Thereafter mother and daughter were perfectly in one 
another’s confidence, and as the child grew older the 
Empress frequently had her in secret to spend weeks and 
months with her at watering places and country estates, 
where comment would not be excited by their being seen 
together. During these years the Empress told her 
daughter what she declares are the first authentic ac- 
counts of two of the most mysterious of royal tragedies 
—the death of Crown Prince Rudolph of Austria and of 
King Ludwig II of Bavaria. 

Rudolph, according to his mother, the Empress, was 
by no means the frivolous and dissipated young man 
pictured by his enemies, He was an extremely serious 
and thoughtful youth, who sought to turn his back on 
the court and seek the society of scholars. He even in- 
cluded in his parties several of the leading Austrian 
journalists, most of them Jews. In a country where 
Freemasonry is forbidden by law, the Crown Prince was 
a Freemason. Moreover, he had estranged the Emperor 
by his indifference to the military profession.

In the first place, it is denied that Ludwig was mad. 
Bavaria was the chief obstacle in Bismarck’s way to- 
wards winning the title of Emperor of Germany for the 
King of Prussia. Because he could not fight Ludwig 
openly, he hit upon the atrocious scheme of having him 
declared insa~>. and found physicians to make the requi- 
site forged documents. 

After Ludwig had been arrested and lodged in an 
apartment with barred windows like a lunatic asylum, 
in 1884, the Empress of Austria, who was near by at 
Feldafing, on Austrian soil, engineered the plot by which 
he was to escape. Through a messenger, she sent word 
to the imprisoned King that he was to ask to be per- 
mitted to take a walk at night, and that the keeper who 
would be assigned to accompany him had been won over 
to his side. On that day his keeper, Dr. von Gudden, had 
set off for Munich. Ludwig was to find a rowboat wait- 
ing for him and row across to Austrian territory. He 
was to pass under the Empress’ window in his carriage 
to show he had been saved. 

Everything went well until Ludwig entered tthe boat. 
Then Dr. von Gudden, who had got wind of the plot and 
returned, sprang out upon him. There was a struggle; 
both men fell into the water and were drowned. The 

“Empress waited hour after hour in vain. At last, 
with a sure presentiment, she shrieked: “The King is 
dead!” and fell in a faint. Her cry awoke the hotel, 
and it was afterwards explained that the Empress had 
dreamed Ludwig was dead and screamed in her sleep. 

The self-styled Archduchess Elizabeth was 16 years old 
when her mother, the Empress, was assassinated in 
Switzerland, on the eve of winning acknowledgment for 
her daughter at court. The slander uttered against the 
Empress by Mrs. Kaiser flung the young girl into a sort 
of stupor, in which, she says, four years later, she 
permitted herself, as Miss Elizabeth Kaiser, to be be- 
trothed to Richard Kuehnelt, a commoner, son of Court 
Councillor Kuehnelt and a Lieutenant of cavalry. As 
she was a minor, on their marriage she made over to him 
her dowry, $800,000, left to ber by her mother. 

They were married Jan. 26, 1902. In November of that 
year a son, Anthony-Francis, was born. In December, 
1904, a daughter, Elizabeth-Marie-Christine, was born. 

In two years, says the author, her husband, through 
foolish speculations, completely dissipated her fortune.

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FRANCE’S ARMY OF FIGHTING PRIESTS 


instances of heroism and. self-sacrifice on the part of the priests in the fighting 
line. The following are examples: 

“On Sunday, Sept. 6 (the fateful day, by the way, when Von Kluck’s army 
turned away from Paris), Reserve-Sergeant Lamy of the 366th Regiment of 
Infantry, was wounded five times in succession without ceasing to fight and 
control his men. Unable to march, he crawled with medical necessaries to 
his wounded comrades, bidding them take courage, giving them brandy from 
his flask, and offering them the consolation of religion. Showed wonderful 
fortitude and patience while being carried to the ambulance.” Lamy is a 
professor of theology at Amiens. 

A seminarist of Orleans, Abbe Thiault, sergeant in the Eighty-second In- 
fantry, was promoted adjutant and quoted in the Orders of the Day for having, 
“in the course of a night attack, when the last officer of his company had fallen, 
taken command and by his energy and coolness saved his men from defeat and 
led them against the enemy.” 

Local papers report the presence with the colors of three priests, all 
brothers, the three abbes Luchat. Of these the two youngest brothers fell on 
the field of honor, while the third was wounded and made prisoner. 

The following letter from a priest of Troyes to his bishop testifies to the 
spirit which may be said to move every French priest in the campaign: 

“I am still in truth the priest under my military uniform, and I thank 
Providence for it for my own sake and for that of the whole battalion. | 
confess and give extreme unction on the roads, in the woods, in the midst of 
the fields. At times one is interrupted by the bullets which come to disturb 
the ceremony. But what matter, provided one is able to finish, and to comfort 
as many people as possible? Everyorie receives gladly the consolations of 
religion. One finds poor wounded, who have not seen a priest since their 
first communion, confessing themselves with emotion and ceasing their cries 
of pain to exclaim: ‘How happy I feel!’ It is at these critical moments that 
one feels the true power of the priest, when, as he bestows the benediction, he 
sees all heads uncover and all knees bend. Truly, Monseigneur, | am happy and 
proud of the mission entrusted to me. I ask God to spare me as long as I! can 
be useful, since there is no other priest for the battalion.” 

An ordinary soldier writes home as follows: 

“One must recognize that there is something in the priests which is not 
in the rest of us. I saw one who was with us mounting the parapet of the 
trench where he could be seen from all sides and remaining there amid a 
hail of balls praying for the battalion and giving the benediction. He was in 
the breach, one might well say, but he was not touched. As for us, when we 
see a man hit we say: ‘No matter, old fellow, it’s nothing, but for them it

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The priest who acts as stretcher-bearer has shown himself to be not less 
brave. On Dec. 21 at X—— desperate fighting took place. Cries came from 
wounded lying close to the German lines. The head doctor called for 24 
volunteers and at once eight priest-brancardiers gave their names. When the 
men were all chosen it was found that eleven of them were priests! 

Abbe Lauzero, professor at the theological seminary at Auch, was promoted 
from corporal to sergeant for “having succeeded with the help of three com- 
rades, in bringing into our lines 38 wounded who were about to fall into the 
hands of the enemy.” 

Abbe Desoin, vicar of Nancy, is mentioned in the Orders of the Day for 
“saving an ambulance under the guns of the enemy.” 

The priest never forgets his holy functions. One writes: “I have been 
near Dijon for the last 10 days, employed disinfecting wagons for the wounded. 
We are up to our eyes in mud. Some of us have found a bed for the night. I 
was offered one but prefer to sleep on the straw with my comrades. That is 
better, for each night a prayer goes up to God and all conversation stops. The 
men are very kind to us. We get to know one another better and good is the 
result.” 

From the point of view of religious effect the presence of priests with the 
armies is remarkable. The soldiers, it is found, are glad to assist at religious 
services. They are fond of singing the “Soldier’s Prayer’ and the “Hymn of 
Jeanne d'Arc.” Almost all the soldiers go to confession and take the sacrament. 
Blasphemy is rare, almost unknown. Officers lend a hand willingly in arrang- 
ing services, while the engineers gladly assist in setting up altars and decorat- 
ing them with taste. In the forests of Lorraine a celebrated singer of the 
Opera Comique often sang religious canticles. . 

Sometimes combatant priests forget that they are there to fight and act 
simply as priests. In a trench near Montauban the Abbe Salvan, sergeant of 
infantry, is watching with his section. From a neighboring trench creeps a 
soldier: "y - 

“Salvan, are you there?” 

“Yes, what do you want? You will get yourself killed, you donkey.” 

“Don’t talk so much. Come and confess me.” 

“Good. Begin.” 

“I daren’t get on my knees. The Boches will hit me.”
